Turner.  N.  Y.,  Aug.  30. — The  trend  of 
opinion  regarding  Edward  H.  Harri- 
man's  condition  was  demonstrated  to- 
day by  a  relaxation  of  the  intense  in- 
terest the  community  has  recently  dis- 
played in  that  subjett.  Another  indi- 
cation quite  as  significant  was  the 
rapidly  tiiinning  ranks  of  the  news- 
papermen who  were  rushed  here  last 
Friday  when  Wall  street  was  first 
startled  by  the  report  that  the  railroad 
man  was  about  to  undergo  a  critical 
operation. 

Yesterday  the  family  broke  silence, 
and  through  their  cliaplain,  Kev.

Holmes  .Mciiuiness.  sent  a  message  to 
t  tne  press  tiiat  effectually  l;alted  wild 
conjectures  At  the  same  time  there 
is  little  doubt  that  the  financier's  con- 
dition is  not  entirely  satisfactory. 
MuMt  Be  Ctirefiil. 
And  of  all  liie  sti-ries  spread  abroad 
during  the  last  liiree  days  one  per- 
sists. This  is  that  last  Friday  a  noted 
specialist,  perliaps  several  specialists, 
held  a  consultation  at  Arden  house. 
Wliat  their  verdict  was  can  only  be 
conjectured,  but  if  they  came  to  con- 
sider an  immediate  operation  they  de- 
cided against  it.

Manchester,  Eng.,  Aug.  12. — And  now 
I  am  in  the  very  heart  of  this  "deca- 
dent" industrial  isle.  It  throbs  and 
sends  the  life-blood  to  all  the 
capillaries  of  trade  throughout  the 
empire.  Manchester  is  the  center  of 
the  most,  densely  populated  and  most 
active  district  in  England.  You  thought 
London  was,  but  London  Isn't  a  circum- 
stance, considering  the  area.  More- 
over. Manchester  is  the  biggest  manu- 
facturing  center    in    the   world. 

I  thought  I  had  in  my  time  seen 
some  cotton  mills — along  the  Piedmont 
slopes  of  the  Carolinas  and  lining  the 
streams  of  New  England.  I  thought 
there  were  some  smoking  factory  chim- 
neys In  Pennsylvania  t^nd  round  about 
New  Jersey,  and  tliat  the  laundryman 
had  a  cinch  in  Pittsburg.  But  I  was 
mistaken  as  to  their  numbers.  Like 
the  fellow  in  the  old  frog  yarn  who 
promised  several  carloads  of  frogs,  I 
was  deceived  by  the  noise  they  made — 
that  is,  speaking  comparatively.  Yes- 
terday I  cycled  up  a  hill  on  the  out- 
skirts of  tl:is  smoky  city  from  where, 
but  for  the  density  of  them,  I  might 
have  counted  ".00  tall  towering  "po- 
liceman's billet"  chimneys  of  cotton 
mills  alone,  to  say  nothing  of  numerous 
ones  of  other  sorts  of  factories.  This, 
mind  vou,  was  in  one  vicinity  alone. 
Kemarking  to  the  American  vice  con- 
sul, Mr.  Thomas,  who  at  present  is  In 
charge  of  the  consulate,  tliat  I  wanted 
to  visit  the  cotton  mill  district,  he 
smiled. 

Linem  of  MIUm. 
"You  can  go  out  on  any  road  for  ten 
miles  and  see  unbroken  lines  of  cotton 
mills    in   everv   direction,"    he    said. 

The  500  mills  at  Oldliam  form  only 
one  of  the  groups  on  one  of  the  roads. 
And  roads  mean  paved  city  streets.  Go- 
ing to  these  numerous  towns,  or  "cor- 


porations," as  they  are  called,  from  the 
center  of  Manchester,  there  is  *io 
break  In  the  continuity  of  the  houses  in 
the  solid  blocks  of  brick;  the  road  Is 
continuously  paved  with  Belgian 
blocks  and  numerous  factory  chimneys 
tower  from  behind  the  shops  and 
dwellings    all    the    way. 

This  is  not  the  England  of  the  past 
I  am  visiting,  but  the  England  of  the 
present.  It  is  not  the  romantic  or 
poetic  England,  but  the  unsung  Eng- 
land that  I  came  to  see.  I  am  off  the 
tourists'  beat,  an*.,  I  surprise  and  puz- 
zle   the   natives.  ,      „      _. 

"You  are  just  from  America?  You 
are  In  the  wrong  place."  remarked  a 
friendly  policeman  as  1  strolled  along 
In  the  "midst  of  one  of  the  most  dense- 
ly populated  districts.  Thousands  of 
factory  operatives  were  strolling  about 
leisurely  on  the  street.  It  was  after 
the  work  hours,  and  all  of  them  were 
so  cordial  and  easily  approached  that 
I  had  been  talking  with  them  here  and 
there  as  I  went  along  the  road,  and 
had  an  Idea  that  from  my  standpoint 
I  was  distinctly  in  the  right  place. 
Said    he:  ,     ^   ,.  „ 

"This  is  the  black  belt.* 
Instinctively  I  looked  around  to  see 
if  any  of  my  life-long  friends  in  black 
were  anvwhere  near.  He  told  me  that 
this  was  not  England,  the  kind  one 
comes  from  afar  to  see. 

"Only  Working  People." 
"You  should  go  fifty  miles  from  here 
in  either  direction,  and  then  you  will 
see  something  pretty.  Why,  the  well- 
to-do  people  who  used  to  live  here 
have  nearly  all  gone  away,  and  we 
are   only    working   people." 

And  a  mighty  number  of  working 
people  thev  are,  too.  You  could  put 
all  the  factory  operatives  in  Pittsburg 
and  its  suburbs,  in  Cleveland,  Ohio,  in 
Fall  River,  Lowell  and  half  a  dozen 
of  the  biggest  manufacturing  towns  of 
the  South  into  the  worklngmen  s 
homes   of   Manchester  and  vicinity   (all 


one  continuous  city)  and  then  have 
room  enough  to  comfortably  house  the 
entire  population  of  Philadelphia. 
There  are  more  people  here  now  than 
in    all    the    places    1    have    named    put 

There  are  1,977  separate  cotton  mill 
"firms"  or  corporations  !n  Lancashire, 
which  is  the  county  of  which  Man- 
chester is  the  center.  And  they  are 
separate,   too.  ^     ,.,  

A  certain  small  trust-ridden  mer- 
chant in  America,  who  heard  I  was 
coming  here  to  write  about  industrial 
and  economic  conditions,  wanted  to 
know  especially  if  there  were  trusts 
over  here  which  dominated  the, indus- 
tries and  the  commerce  of  the  country  as 
they  do  in  America.  Later  on  I  shall 
he  able  to  tell  him  something  about 
the  general  situation.  Just  now  he 
and  many  others  may  be  interested  to 
know  that  ^n  these  1.977  cotton  mill 
corporations  a  large  share  of  the  stock 
Is   held   by  the   operatives. 

Built    by    Workmen. 

Manv  of  the  mills  were  built  largely 
by  subscriptions  of  stock  by  workmen, 
who  secured  positions  in  them  and  now 
work  in  them.  And  in  this  "decadent 
England  they  seem  to  be  building  them 
all  the  time.  In  18S9  there  were  41, 417.- 
379  spindles  In  Lancashire.  In  1899 
there  were  42,190,910.  In  1909,  there 
are  57,029,122— if  figures  mean  any- 
thing to  vou.  There  has  been  a  slump 
in  the  building  of  mills  the  last  year, 
and  a  general  period  of  depression,  or 
"liard  times."  Whether  this  is  due  to 
the  Cleveland  panic  of  1893.  the  Gor- 
man-Wilson law,  the  Roosevelt  panic 
of  1907.  or  the  recent  assaults  upon  the 
•■citadel  of  protection,"  I  have  not  fig- 
ured out  yet.  Having  listened  so  long

Buelzig.  Germany,  Aug.  30.— Tlie  Zep- 
pelin airsiiip  which  started  at  11:24 
o'clock  last  night  from  the  Templchof 
l>arade  ground  on  its  return  voyage  to 
Friedrichshafen  from  Berlin,  met  with 
an  accident  early  today  and  landed 
here  at  7  o'clock.

Paris,  Aug.  30. — The  sixth  inter- 
national trades  union  congress  opened 
in  this  city  today,  and  among  the  sub- 
jects discussed  were  the  reduction  of 
hours  of  labor,  regulations  to  govern 
work  in  domiciles  and  a  proposal  to 
put  an  end  to  international  strike 
breaking. 

Samuel  Gompers,  president  of  the 
American  Federation  of  Labor,  and  J. 
Ends  How  represented  America.  Mr. 
Gompers  submitted  a  proposal  for  the 
organization  of  an  international  fed- 
eraticn  of  workmen,  which,  while  not 
affecting  the  independence  of  the 
workmen  of  the  respective  countries, 
would  "create  international  fraternity 
and  solidarity." 

A  motion  advanced  by  Mr.  How 
urged  trades  unions  of  all  countries 
to  fight  against  the  movement  of  work- 
m-u  from  one  country  to  another  in 
limes  of  economic  depression,  when 
strikes  were  threatened.

— With  » 
death  list  that  never  will  be  accurate- 
ly known,  but  which  now  foots  up  to 
1,400;  with  damage  to  property  that  la 
estimated  at  112.000.000  and  with  lt.,000 
people  homeless,  Monterey  is  suffering 
from  one  of  the  worst  disasters  or 
modern  times  as  a  result  of  a  flooa 
that  began  here  Friday.

The  rainfall  at  no  time  reached  any- 
thing like  tlie  proportions  of  a  cloud- 
burst. It  was  a  steady  downpour,  that 
raised  the  water  in  the  river  in  a 
manner  that  was  all  the  more  horrible 
because  of  its  steadily  approaching: 
menace.  Hour  after  hour  the  floods  in- 
creased and  from  a  mere  freshet  such- 
as  miglu  accompany  any  extraordi- 
narily heavy  rain,  it  became  an  engine 
of  fate,  lliat"  claimed  sacrifices  of  prop- 
erty and  human  life  and  w^ould  not  b» 
denied.  _ 

Threatened  With  Famine. 
Hundreds    of   bodies   have   been   borne 
awav    in   the    water;    thousands    of   dol- 
lars'" worth    of    property    has    gone    the 
same    wav:    in    places  where   the   water 
has  receded  there  are  signs  that   whole 
squares  of  citv  land  have  been  washed, 
out.     And  in  the  midst  of  the  desolation 
of    property    and     the    sorrow     of     loet 
relatives    there    now     stalks    the    grinv 
form    of    the      accompanying      horror — 
famine.  ^  .

NEW  TRIAL  DENIED. 


Judge  Dibell  Decides    Jury    Gave 
Novak  Madjaf  Justice. 

An  order  was  filed  by  Judge  Dibell 
in  district  court  this  morning  denying 
the  motion  of  the  plaintiff  in  the  case 
of  Novak  Madjat  against  tlie  Oliver 
Iron  Mining  company  and  A.  Y.  Peter- 
son for  a  new  trial.  Tlie  case,  which 
was  tried  at  the  January  term  of  court 
this  year,  resulted  in  a  verdict  for  the 
defendants. 

Madjat  sued  for  $2,500,  claiming  that 
the  defendants  had  torn  down  !iis  house 
at  Chisholm.  It  was  brought  out  at 
the  trial  that  Madjat's  liouse  was  on 
company  ground  and  he  was  paying 
50  cents  a  month  rent.  Judge  Dibell 
holds  that  the  Jury  was  jutified  in  find- 
ing that  there  was  an  agreement  be- 
tween the  plaintiff  and  tlie  defendant, 
whereby  his  house  was  to  be  torn  down 
and  re-erected  at  another  location.  He 
says  there  are  no  grounds  for  a  new 
trial.

The  Total  Lake  Shipments  for 

July  the  Largest  on 

Record. 


A  considerable  improvement  in  the 
business  activity  on  and  around  the 
Great  Lakes  is  indicated  by  the  figures 
of  domestic  lake  sliipments  during 
the  month  of  July  jusl  made  public  by 
the  bureau  of  statistics  of  the  depart- 
ment of  commerce  and  labor. 

The  total  shipments  in  the  domestic 
trade  from  all  lake  ports.  12,398,550  net 
tons,  were  the  largest  monthly  total 
recorded  during  the  history  of  the  lake 
trade,  exceeding  the  July,  1908,  figures 
by  over  2,500,000  net  tons,  and  those  of 
July.  1907.  by  1,145.000  net  tons.  The 
large  gain  in  tonnage  was  due  in  ihe 
first  place  to  the  greatly  increased 
Bhipments  of  iron  ore  from  the  Lake 
Superior  and  i>ake  Michigan  ports, 
the  ore  shipments  during  July  ex- 
ceeding those  of  any  month  in  the  his- 
tory of  tlie  trade.  As  compared  witli 
July,  1907,  figures,  increased  shipments 
are  also  shown  for  pig  iron,  iron  man- 
ufactures, copper,  lumber  and  unclassed 
freight.  - 

Of    the   total    iron    ore    shipments    for 
the    month,    6,727.664    gross    tons,    about 
60   per   cent    is   credited    to   the   ports   of 
Duluth  and  Superior,  while  over  23  per 
cent    of    the    total    is    reported    to    have 
been    shipped    from   Two   Harbors.      The 
total    domestic    ore    f"h«Pments    for    the 
Beason  ending  with  July  were  15.280,497 
gross     tons,     whicli     is     about     2,o00.000 
tons  short  of  the   1907    record.

Mayor  Haven  returned  yesterday 
morning  from  Montreal,  where  he  at- 
tended the  convention  of  the  American 
League  of  Municipalities.  This  prob- 
ably establishes  a  record  for  Duluth 
delegates  to  conventions  of  any  sort, 
for  the  mayor  left  here  only  last  Mon- 
day evening,  and  was  four  nights  and 
two  days  on  the  road,  being  absent 
from  Duluth  five  days  and  six  nights, 
and  three  of  these  days  were  spent  in 
the  convention  hall.  Alderman  Jor- 
dan, president  of  the  council,  who  was 
also  a  delegate  to  the  convention,  will 
not  be  home  until  the  end  of  the  pres- 
ent   week. 

Mayor  Haven  says  the  gathering  was 
a  very  successful  one  in  every  way, 
attended  by  hundreds  of  delegates  from 
all  parts  of  the  American  continent.  A 
variety  of  excellent  papers  were  read, 
and  from  them,  and  from  the  discus- 
sions that  followed,  the  delegates  were 
able  to  get  many  valuable  pointers. 
The  Duluth  men  were  present  at  every 
session,  according  to  the  mayor,  and 
stuck  from  the  beginning  to  the  end 
of  each  one.  thus  getting  all  the  bene- 
fits that  could  be  secured.  This  didn't 
leave  much  time  for  taking  in  the 
sights,  but  from  what  he  saw  of  the 
city,  Duluth's  mayor  thinks  it  is  rather 
behind  the  times  in  many  ways.  It  is 
modern  in  Its  charges  to  outsiders, 
however,  and  the  delegates  were 
"soaked"  when  it  came  to  a  jnatter 
of   expenses. 

Mavor  Haven  delivered  an  address 
before  the  convention  on  "Suggestions 
for  Municipal  Revenue  in  Addition  to 
the  Tax  Levy,"  and  his  talk  relative 
tc  a  wheel  tax  caused  quite  a  discus- 
sion,    the    general     sentiment    strongly 


favoring  such  a  tax.  It  is  now  effec- 
tive in  various  cities,  and  delegates 
from  these  cities  took  advantage  of 
the  opportunity  to  say  that  it  was 
wcrking  out  very  successfully.  Mayor 
Haven  has  long  agitated  a  wheel  tax 
for  Duluth.  It  .vas  quite  an  honor  for 
Duluth's  mayor  to  be  selected  for  an 
address,  for  ev«  ry  city  of  any  conse- 
quence in  the  I'nited  States  and  Can- 
ada was  represented  at  the  conven- 
tion, and  there  were  not  more  than 
fifteen  or  twenty  speakers  during  the 
entire    three   da:.s'   session. 

The  commission  form  of  government 
and  a  variety  of  other  subiects  of 
municipal  interest  were  discussed. 
Mayor  Haven  says  he  got  many  good 
ideas,  both  in  attending  the  different 
sessions,  and  in  talking  with  different 
delegates  from  various  parts  of  the 
continent.  He  found  a  general  interest 
in  Duluth.  and  was  often  called  upon 
by  different  mer  to  tell  about  his  home 
town  He  is  of  the  opinion  the  affairs 
of  the  municipality  are  condiicted  in  a 
manner  that  will  compare  witli  the  best 
of  the  good  ones,  and  says  he  found 
plenty  of  others   of  the  same  opinion. 

"There  are  great  possibilities  for  a 
citv  at  Montreal."  said  the  mayor  this 
morning,  "but  I  do  not  be  leve  they 
have  been  fully  taken  advantage  of  up 
to  the  present  time.  In  many  ways  the 
city  impressed  me  as  being  behind  the 
times.  They  have  many  nice  buildings 
there,  and  many  more  that  are  not  nice. 
Most  of  the  streeis  are  narrow,  and 
none  too  well  kept.  The  sidewalks  are 
for  the  most  part  of  the  old  flagstone 
variety.  The  s  ireets  are  poorly  light- 
ed I  never  saw  a  poorer  lighting  sys- 
tem in  a  city  of  any  size. 

"Montreal  has  a  very  fine  harbor,  and 
the  governmen  .  controls  the  land  on 
both  sides  for  a  distance  of  eighteen 
miles.     This  prevents  corporation  greed 

fetting  control  of  valuable  properties, 
he  corporatlors  must  lease  the  lands 
from  the  government.  The  docks  are 
well  constructed  and  well  maintained, 
although  facilities  for  loading  did  not 
impress  me  as  being  so  rapid  as  those 
we  have  here  ir  Duluth.  There  are  not 
many  saloons.  I  did  not  get  a  good 
cigar  all  the  time  I  was  in  Montreal. 
They  are  not   t)  be   had   at  any  price.

New  York  Sun:  "I  could  have  got 
rich  longr  ago,"  said  the  iceman,  "only 
for   Just    one    thing. 

■*Yuu  know  whnt  Sam  Weller  said 
at  the  trial  of  Bardell  against  Pick- 
wick when  Sergeant  Buzfuz  asked  hlni 
'Have  ytiu  a  pair  of  eyes,  Mr.  Weller?' 
'Ties,  I  have  a  pair  of  eyes,'  replied 
Sam,  'and  that's  just  it.

"Iceman,"  the  lady  says  to  me  down 
the  dumbwaiter  shaft  when  I  get 
around  to  her  house  the  best  I  can  do. 
at  a  quarter  past  10,  and  I  think  that's 
doing  pretty  well.  'Iceman,'  she  says,  'I 
told   you   1  wanted  my   ice  at  8  o'clock." 

"Then  I  try  to  explatn  to  her  that 
I'm  doing  the  best  1  can  to  get  it  to 
her   at   that    hour,    but 

"'Well,'  she  says,  'I  wan  my  ice 
at  8  o'clock,  and  if  you  can't  bring  it 
then   I  shall   get  another  Iceman.' 

"Very  likely  she  does,  and  you  see 
If  I  lost  all  such  customers  and  didn't 
gain  any,  why,  my  ice  would  melt  in 
the  wagon  and  pretty  soon  1  wouldn't 
have  any  customers  at  all  or  next  to 
none  because  the  number  of  customers 
that  a  man  can  deliver  Ice  to  all  at  the 
same  time  is  really  very  small. 

"Of  course  it  doesn't  work  out  just 
that  way.  I  lose  this  customer,  but 
then  I  gain  another  who  Is  dissatisfied 
with  her  Iceman,  and  so  we  keep  along 
with    losses    and    gains      about      even — 

If 
had  a  hundred  pairs  of  arms  and  a 
hundred  pairs  of  legs  and  so  on  so  as  1 
could  deliver  to  a  hundred  customers 
all  at  the  same  time,  keeping  all  my 
new  customers  and  never  losing  an  old 
customer,  why,  then  I'd  be  doing 
something,  what?  But  being  as  I  have 
only  one  pair  you  see  my  delivery  pow- 
er's   limited. 

•ghat's  the  only  thing  that  has  kept 
me  from  making  a   fortune." 


manufactures  here  without  the  farm- 
ing community  back  of  the  city.  No 
use  trying  to  get  farmers  in  here  un- 
less we  can  do  business  with  them 
when  they  do  come.  The  commercial 
bfxlies  which  are  working  to  get  new 
industries  are  wasting  their  efforts  un- 
less this  simple  food  question  Is  looked 
after.  The  land  men  who  are  energetic 
in  bidding  for  settlers  are  selling  land 
on  false  pretenses  unless  there  is  a 
good  market  here  for  the  purchasers 
of   land. 

It  is  a  small  gap  easily  bridged:  but 
until  it  is  covered  all  the  rest  of  the 
work  has  gone  for  nothing  and  the 
produce  must  either  rot  or  come  here 
withered  and  stale  but  swollen  in  price 
by   way   of   a   roundabout   market. 

It  ought  not  to  take  twenty-four 
hours   to  start   something.

Duluth  suddenly  finds  itself 
amazingly  ridiculous  position, 
making  frantic  efforts  to  attract  set- 
tler^^,  that  the  people  may  have  things 
to  eat,  when  a  man  finally  does  come 
and  begins  to  till  the  soil,  the  dealers 
to  whom  he  naturally  expects  to  sell 
his  stuff  look  at  his  radishes  and  let- 
tuce almost  angrily  and  tell  him,  "Go 
away  .and  don't  bother  us." 

Whereupon  the  tiller  of  the  soil  is 
grieved  and  hurt,  and  is  very  likely 
to  turn  his  back  upon  the  Duluth 
market   entirely. 

The  land  men  tell  the  settlers  there 
is  the  finest  market  here  for  every- 
tliing  he  can  raise.  The  commission 
man  tells  him,  "We  have  all  the  fresh 
vegetables  we  can  handle."  Two  let- 
ters in  almost  IdenticaJ  words  are  be- 
fore The  Evening  Herald,  written  by 
pi  oduce  firms  to  market  gardeners,  who 
thouglit  they  liad  something  to  sell 
that  tlie  Duluth  market  wanted  and 
offered   it   in   Michigan   street. 

Here   Is   one   of   lliein: 

•'Dear  Sir:  Replying  to  your  favor 
of  the  12th  inst.,  we  have  al- 
ready arranged  with  shippers  for 
dally  arrivals  of  garden  truck,  and  li 
would  be  impossible  for  us  to  take  on 
any  more  at  the  present  time.  There- 
fore, we  would  be  unable  to  use  any 
of  your  shipments  at  the  present  time."" 

Which  simply  means,  "Go  away  and 
don't    bother    us." 

•  •      • 
Your  first   thougiit   is    naturally   that 

the  commls.sion  man  is  a  very  bad 
man  who  should  be  pounded  with  the 
fsts  and  objurgated  with  sharp-cor- 
nered words.  One  cannot  read  that 
letter   without  a  little  sputter  of  rage. 

But  that  is  not  the  right  answer.  If 
dome  one  sent  a  bunch  of  radishes  to 
the  First  National  bank,  the  bank 
would  not  know  what  to  do  with  them, 
if  some  one  offered  a  ton  of  cabbage  to 
the  Duluth  board  of  trade,  not  a  firm 
on  the  board  would  know  how  to 
handle  it.  And  the  same  way  with 
the  commission  men  and  this  country 
produce.  They  don't  want  to  be  both- 
ered with  it,  because  it  is  not  thein 
business.  They  are  not  organized  for 
it.  Buying  produce  Is  a  separate  busi- 
ness from  commission  trade. 

The  stuff  the  commission  houses  buy, 
comes  mainly  in  bulk  through  routine 
channels.  Disputes  that  rise  are  set- 
tled by  routine  methods.  It  is  the 
commission  mHu"s  business  to  keep  the 
atuff  moving  and  distribute  it  as  quick- 
ly  as   possible.  , 

The  business  of  handling  farmers 
produce  is  entirely  dllferent  and  ap- 
parently there  is  no  house  here  that 
makes  a  specialty  of  that  trade.  Sev- 
eral farmers,  at  any  rate,  who  have 
written  about  their  stuff,  have  not 
been    able    to    find    such    a   house. 

It  is  a  peculiar  business.  l-.vei-y 
farmer  raises  the  best  stuff  that  is 
grown  and  all  his  produce  ought  to 
Command  a  premium.  Between  the  two 
ends  of  the  line  there  are  sorrowful 
chances  for  difference  when  stuff  that 
started  cri.sp  and  succulent  is  received 
limp  and  stringy.  But  when  the  same 
differences  rise  in  the  commission  busi- 
ness there  are  routine  methods  or 
settling  the  disputes  and  the  business 
Is    organized    from    one    end      to      the 

^  There  you  have  the  whole  thing.  No- 
body In  Duluth  has  taken  the  trouble 
or  found  it  profitable  to  oi-ganize  the 
business      of      handling    produce    from 

"'la^rm^rs  who  haul  their  o-wn  8tu«  .*" 
are  able  to  dispose  of  It  without  dif- 
flcultv.  Some  is  taken  to  Michigan 
street,  some  is  sold  to  retail  grocers, 
seme  Is  peddled  from  house  to  house, 
some  is  contracted  for  with  customers 
who  want  so  manv  bushels  of  potatoes 
or  a   barrel  of  kraut. 

But  that  is  no  help  to  the  farmer 
•who  lives  50  or  100  miles  froni  here 
and  would  like  to  ship  to  Duluth.  In- 
stead he  sells  his  stuff  in  St.  Paul  or 
Minneapolis  because  there  Is  some  one 
there  to  buy  it  and  It  comes  to  Du- 
luth two  or  three  days  later,  some- 
what the  worse  for  wear,  with  higher 
expense  bills  accumulated   agaitist   It. 

That  makes  Duluth   look  foolish. 

•  ♦      * 

Well,  there's  the  public  market  in 
the  Armory.  That  is  good  and  grand, 
but  its  usefulness  Is  limited.  It  Is 
open  for  two  days  in  the  week  for  a 
few  weeks  in  the  year  and  a  few  farm- 
ers  bring  their  stuff  to   it. 

What  stuff  is  brought  there  is  snap- 
ped up  in  a  Jiffy,  but  it  does  not  fill 
the  whole  need.  For  one  thing  It  is 
not  convenient  for  the  housewife  to 
take  home  a  bushel  of  potatoes  on  her 
arm  -Neither  is  it  convenient  for  the 
farmer  to  rumble  out  to  Forty-second 
avenue  east  with  three  radishes  and  a 
carrot.  Nor  can  the  wife  and  mother 
drop  evervthing  about  that  time  in  the 
morning  when  breakfast  must  be  ready 
and  things  started,  to  Journey  three 
or   four  miles  to   market. 

And  finally  it  is  not  convenient  for 
the  shipper  50  or  100  miles  from  here 
to  bring  his  stuff  to  the  Armory  and 
sell  it  from  the  wagon.  After  all  it  is 
the  retail  grocer  who  will  have  to 
handle    the    retail    trade. 

The  market  in  the  Armory  helps,  but 
It   doesn't  fill   the  present  need. 

•  •      • 

What  is  wanted  is  a  very  simple 
thing — some  sort  of  an  organization  to 
handle  farm  produce.  An  association 
of  market  gardeners  could  do  it.  But 
they  are  scattered  from  Hermantown 
to  Hinckley  and  from  Dunham  to 
Deerwood.  The  organization  will  get 
forward  more  quickly  if  it  starts  from 
the  center  not   from  the  circumference. 

It  takes  presumably  some  money, 
not  very  much,  not  as  much  as  such 
an  organization  would  save  this  town 
every  fifteen  minutes  after  it  once  got 
going.  . 

It  needs  some  wisdom,  a  manager 
who  can  bring  together  the  shippers 
and  find  them  the  road  to  market,  get- 
ting the  railroads  to  level  off  the  hum- 
mocks they  have  left  in  the  way  and 
seeing  that  stuff  does  not  dawdle  a 
week   or  ten   days    between   stations. 

It  requires  some  gumption,  organiz- 
ing a  market  where  there  is  none  now. 
It  must  be  organized  so  well  that  any 
shipper  who  sends  any  little  Jag  of 
stuff  may  know  that  It  will  be  looked 
after  from  start  to  finish  with  a  square 
deal   at   the   end. 

And  that  is  all  it  needs.  There  Is 
not  much  doubt  there  are  enough  farm- 
ers In  the  I>uluth  district  to  make  a 
market;  there  is  no  doubt  there  are 
enough  hungry  people  here  to  absorb 
the  stuff.  Any  farmer  who  brings  hia 
own  stuff  to  town  can  sell  it  handily 
enough.  But  any  farmer  who  ships 
stuff  is  very  apt  to  get  black  In  the 
face  and  swear  he  will  never  do  it 
again,    the    way    he    is    treated. 

It  is  probably  the  most  important 
thing  for  Duluth  to  attend  to  t«hls  min- 
ute. The  development  of  the  city  In  a 
healthy  way  hinges  entirely  on  the 
growth  of  agricultural  population.  No 
use    trying    to    increase    business    and

After  spejiding  four  weeks  at  camp, 
Secretary  McKeod  and  Physical  Di- 
rector Batchelor  of  the  boys'  depart- 
ment of  the  Y.  M.  C.  A-  returned  Satur- 
day evening  with  the  rest  of  the  camp- 
ing party  from  Deerwood,  Minn.  This 
was  the  twelfth  season  of  the  Duluth 
boys'  camp,  and  It  was  voted  by  all 
those  who  attended  as  the  most  enjoy- 
able time  ihat  they  had  ever  spent. 
No  accident  or  sickness  at  any  time 
marrt;d  the  enjoyment  of  the  campers. 
Every  boy  returned  home  with  a  good 
coat  of  tan  and  in  the  best  of  phy.sical 
condition. 

The  camp  was  pitched  on  the  shore 
of  Serpent  lake,  as  In  former  years, 
and  for  the  month  of  August  was  the 
most  active  spot  around  the  lake.  The 
swimming,  which  is  always  a  big  fea- 
ture of  camp  life,  was  ideal.  Before 
leaving  camp,  with  but  two  exceptions, 
every  boy  knew  how  to  swim.  The 
campers  had  all  the  ftsh  they  could 
eat,  and  many  of  them  sent  boxes 
home     to    their    parents.  Boats    and 

canoes  afforded  many  pleasant  trips 
on  the  water.  The  campers  are  indebt- 
ed to  H.  M.  Bradley  for  the  use  of  his 
launch   on   several   occasions. 

To  keep  a  crowd  of  campers  happy 
they  must  be  well  fed,  and  this  part 
of  the  program  was  well  provided  for 
by  a  compftent  chef  and  assistant,  and 
at  three  periods  each  day  the  dining 
room  tent  was  the  most  popular  place 
at  camp.  Nearly  every  day  fresh  vege. 
tables  were  sent  in  by  friends  around 
the  lake.  Fruit,  ice  cream,  candy  and 
pop  from  friends  In  Duluth  all  con- 
tributed to  the  enjoyment  of  the  crowd. 
At  7:30  each  morning  reveille  was 
sounded  and  every  camper  in  pajamas 
appeared  in  front  of  hte  tent  for  set- 
ting up  exercises.

At  11  o'clock  all  assembled  at  camp 
again   for   the   morning  swim. 

Dinner  was  served  at  12:30  and  this 
was  followed  by  a  short  talk  on  first 
aid  to  the  Injured,  and  life  saving. 
Games  were  provided  for  the  afternoon 
and  another  swimming  period  at  4 
o'clock.  The  headquarter's  tent  was 
provided  with  the  August  magazines, 
games,  a  small  library  and  a  phono- 
graph. Supper  was  served  at  6  o'clock. 
Bonfires.  o»»itfi.  bouncing  in  the 
blanket,  nightshirt  parades,  hayrack 
rides,  launch  trips,  corn  roasts  and 
marshmallow  roa.«!ts  were  among  the 
things  that  filled  in  In  the  time  until 
9  p.  m.,  when  taps  was  sounded,  and 
seated  around  the  bonfire  the  day  was 
closed  with  a  short  vesper  service. 

On  Sundav  the  campers  attended 
regular  service  In  the  morning,  one 
Sunday  going  to  Deerwood  and  an- 
other to  Mr.  Bradley's,  at  which  time 
all  the  residents  from  that  end  of  the 
lake  were  invited.  Mr.  Peck,  state 
secretary,  came  from  Minneapolis  on 
both  occasions,  in  >he  evening  serv- 
ice  was   held   at   the   camp.

NO  ARRESTS  IN 
HODGE  SHOOUNG 


Poke  Mystified  By  the  Queer 
Circumstances  Surroundmg 


the  Case. 


The  police  are  still  at  a  loss  to 
account  for  the  shooting  of  Frank 
Hodges,  negro  night  watchman  at  the 
Great  Northern  freight  house,  Friday 
evening,  and  no  one  has  been  arrested 
charged  with  the  crime.  They  do  not 
believe  that  Hodges,  who  was  wounded 
in  both  legs,  and  Luclle  Henderson,  a 
colored  woman  who  witnessed  the  af- 
fair, have  given  them  a  true  version 
of  the  shooting. 

Mrs.  Hodges  says  her  husband  was 
answering  a  telephone  call  from  her 
when  the  shooting  occurred,  and  that 
she  distinctly  heard  him  call  "Mur- 
der, Help!"  over  the  telephone,  and 
says  the  conversation  between  them 
was  immediately  ^broken  off.  The 
Henderson  woman  says  that  as  Hodges 
went  to  one  corner  of  the  room  to  get 
his  coat  she  stepped  into  an  outer 
room  to  bring  a  lantern,  and  that  as 
she  did  this  a  man  r,ushed  by  her.  with 
a  revolver,  and  shot  Hodges.  This 
story  does  not  Jibe  with  the  telephone 
story  told  by  Mrs.  Hodges. 

The  watchman  and  the  woman  said 
the  assailant  was  a  tall  man,  and  that 
the    ifun    wag    discharged    as    it    was 


being  knocke3  down  by  a  beer  bottle 
held  in  the  hand  of  Hodges.  This 
being  the  cafe,  the  police  cannot  un- 
derstand why  the  buiiet  should  have 
gone  horizontally  through  one  leg  just 
below  the  groin,  lodging  In  the  other 
leg  at  about  the  same  level.  Mystery 
surrounds  th€  whole  affair.  It  is  be- 
lieved that  Hodges  and  the  woman  are 
holding  something  back  from  the 
police. 

SAYBARN  IS 
NUKANCE 

Ninth  Avenue  Property  Own- 
ers Sue  Proprietor  for 
Damages. 

Case  Will  Be  of  Interest 

to    Many    Tax 

Payers. 


Asserting  that  the  barn  owned  by 
Herbert  Inch  and  John  R.  Anker  on 
Ninth  avcneu  east  between  Second  and 
Third  streets  gives  off  an  offensive 
odor  aod  Is  ;n  a  filthy  condition,  in- 
juring their  tiealth  and  that  of  their 
families;  that  the  noise  of  pawing, 
kicking  horses  on  plank  floors  disturb 
their  rest,  and  that  the  very  presence 

of  the  barn  depreciates  the  value  of 
their  property,  Henry  Gazett  and  Ole 
Lead  each  filed  suit  in  district  court 
this  morning  for  $2,000,  and  also 
asked  the  court  that  the  alleged 
nuisance  be  j.bated. 

The  suits  are  unique  in  their  form 
and  their  outcome  will  be  watched 
with  interest  as  determining  the  rights 
of  property  owners  to  erect  and  main- 
tain barns  in  residence  districts. 

The  complaints,  which  are  almost 
identical,  .set  forth  that  Inch  and 
Anker  are  in  business  as  H.  Inch. 
They  own  a  piece  of  land  near  Ninth 
avenue  east  r  nd  Third  street  and  have 
for  over  five  years  maintained  a  barn 
capable  of  housing  from  thirty  to  for- 
ty horses.  The  plaintiffs  claim  that 
the  defendan  8  have  kept  from  twenty- 
five  to  thirtj-  horses  in  the  barn  for 
the  past  fiv«i  years  under  conditions 
that  give  rise  to  the  suits. 

They  allege  that  the  building  is  in 
a  filthy  cond  tion,  the  walls  and  floors 
being  satura;ed  with  filth,  so  that 
noxious  and  offensive  odors  are  given 
off.  renderint:  the  homes  of  the  plain- 
tiffs unfit  for  habitation,  injuring  their 
healtih  and  that  of  their  families  and 
reducing  the  value  of  their  properties. 

All  hours  <f  the  day  and  night,  they 
say,  the  horses  are  coming  and  going 
in  and  out  cf  the  barn,  making  loud 
and  offensiv.;  noises  by  pawing  and 
kicking.  The  men  in  charge  of  the 
horses,  they  say,  have  used  loud,  pro- 
fane and  offensive  language,  and  the 
presence  of  '.he  barn  in  the  residence 
district  in  which  it  stands  is  a 
nuisance.  Th  jy  each  ask  judgment  for 
$2,000  damages  and  also  for  an  in- 
junction to  prevent  the  maintenance 
of  the  barn  :or  the  housing  of  horses 
in  the  neighborhood,  to  prevent  the 
barn  giving  aff  an  offensive  odor  and 
to  prevent  ihe  noises  which  disturb 
their  rest. 

Gazett  owns  one  lot  just  off  Ninth 
avenue  and  Lead  owns  two  lots  on 
the  southwest  cornor  of  Ninth  avenue 
and  Third  street.  H.  B.  Fryberger  is 
attorney  for  the  plaintift  in  each  case.

"  'Just  affinities,'  said  a  prosperous  Reno  lawyer,      it 
will    take    four    divorces    and    two    marriage    licenses    to 
make  two  couples  out  of  those  four  people 
is  what  they're  here  for.'" 

Divorce  is  easy  in  Reno,  they  say.  Of  course 
lax  divorce  laws  of  Nevada  are  intended  only  for  resi- 
dents of  that  state,  but  that  is  small  drawback  when 
it  takes  only  six  months  to  acquire  a  legal  residence  and 
to  entitle  yourself  to  one  out  of  Nevada's  great  store 
of  divorces.  If  you  have  the  price,  all  you  need  do  is  to 
settle  down  and  have  a  good  time  for  six  months,  and 
then  the  courts  will  do  the  rest.

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FOR  CHEAPER  LIVING  IN  DULUTH. 

Elsewhere  in  The  Herald  tonight  appears  a  local 
article  bearing  upon  one  of  the  most  important  problems 
that  confronts   Duluth-the  problem  of  cheaper  cost  of 

living. 

For  some  years  Duluth  has  been  vaguely  hittmg  at 
this  problem,  but  it  hasn't  accomplished  much.  It  has 
seemed  clear  that  the  nearest  and  best  thing  to  do  was 
to  get  people  upon  the  near-by  soil  that  would  cultivate 
it  and  make  its  richness  profitable  to  them  and  to 
Duluth;  and  that  campaign  was  and  is  good. 

But  apparently  everybody  forgot  that  it  wasn't  enough 
to  raise  food  stuffs  near  at  home  so  that  they  might  be 
had  cheaper  and  better  than  when  long  rail  hauls  had 
added  cost  and  substracted  freshness;  everybody  forgot 
that  to  complete  the  work  it  was  necessary  that  these 
products  should  be  given  a  chance  to  get  to  the  con- 
sumers. 

A  few  weeks  ago— though  not  for  the  first  time— com- 
plaints began  to  drift  in  that  producers  were  not  being 
treated  rightly  by  the  Michigan  street  commission  men; 
that  they  were  not  paid  promptly,  that  they  were  not 
paid  fairly,  and  that  they  were  treated  like  intruders  in- 
stead of  benefactors,  which  they  really  are.  This  led 
to  an  investigation,  the  results  of  which  arc  published 

tonight.  . 

It  appears  that  though  everybody  in  Duluth  is  aware 
of  the  need  of  encouraging  near-by  farming,  there  is  yet 
no  satisfactory  way  of  getting  the  products  of  near-by 
farming  to  the  consumer— at  least  no  adequate  way.  The 
city  market  helps,  but  it  is  only  a  drop  in  the  bucket.  A 
few  farmers  close  at  hand  hawk  their  goods  about  the 
streets;  but  farmers  50  or  100  miles  away  cannot,  nor  can 
they  reach  the  market. 

Clearly,  before  proceeding  much  farther  with  the 
process  of  attracting  settlers,  and  before  the  consumer 
can  hope  to  get  much  relief,  it  is  absolutely  necessary 
that  some  means  of  getting  near-by  products  marketed 
shall  be  devised.  If  there  is  no  firm  on  Michigan  street 
with  enterprise  or  public  spirit  enough  to  afford  proper 
facilities,  some  other  way  must  be  found,  even  if  it  is 
necessary,  as  The  Herald  suggested  in  an  editorial  based 
upon  one  of  the  complaints  that  drifted  in,  for  the  Com- 
mercial club  to  establish  or  set  up  in  business  a  commis- 
sion house  that  will  perform  this  highly  important 
service. 

To  clamor  for  cheaper  living  and  to  invite  men  to 

cultivate  our  soil,  while  accepting  a  condition  that  pre- 
vents a  proper  marketing  of  their  goods,  and  thus  de- 
prives them  of  profits  and  us  of  benefits,  is  mere  absurd- 
ity. The  immediate  problem  is  clearly  defined,  and  that 
is  a  big  step  ahead.  To  attack  it  and  solve  it  seems  a 
matter  of  comparative  ease  and  simplicity;  as  the  local 
article  in  tonight's  Herald  says,  "it  ought  not  to  take 
twenty-four  hours  to  start  something." 

The  task  of  setting  on  foot  a  movement  that  will  sup- 
ply this  very  important  lack  seems  to  be  up  to  the 
Duluth  Commercial  club. 


THE  MORAL  SIDE  OF  THE  TARIFF. 

Granting  that  the  protective  tariflf  has  built  up  a 
tremendously  profitable  and  prosperous  manufacturing 
industry  in  this  country,  there  are  offsets  to  this  benefit 
that  cannot  be  ignored. 

Leaving  aside  for  the  present  the  fact  that  while  the 
tariff  may  have  increased  business  and  improved  wages  it 
has  impoverished  millions  by  reducing  the  purchasing 
power  of  wages,  while  building  up  gigantic  private  for- 
tunes which  do  nobody  any  good  and  which  do  harm  by 
their  bulk  and  power  and  by  the  temptations  they  present 
to  those  that  possess  them,  there  is  a  moral  aspect  of  the 
tariff  that  may  some  time  be  considered  more  important 
than  its  financial  side. 

As  a  rule,  people  seem  to  agree  that  artificial  stimula- 
tion isn't  good.  City  industries  that  need  bounties  and 
exemption  from  taxation  are  looked  upon  askance,  and 
the  laws  of  most  states  prohibit  such  favoritism.  Yet  the 
tariff  is  a  bounty,  intended  to  provide  artificial  stimula- 
tion for  manufacturing  industries,  and  the  whole  people 
are  taxed  heavily  that  these  magnificent  bounties  may 
be  provided.  Whether  this  thing  of  making  American 
manufacturing  so  that  it  feels  that  it  cannot  exist  without 
tariff  subsidies  is  a  good  thing  in  the  long  run  is  more 
than  questionable. 

An  editorial  in  the  Century  Magajzine  for  September 
touches  upon  another  point  in  the  moral  side  of  the 
tariff: 


To  the  Editor  vi  The  Herald: 

The  long-continued  epidemic  of  scar- 
let fever  this  eunrmer  has  caused  a 
great  deal  of  qifstioning  on  the  part  of 
physicians  as  to  how  it  is  spread. 

Unusual  care  -has  t)een  taken  to  quar- 
antine a  sufflclQCt  length  of  time;  the 
fumigation  and  (disinfection  of  the 
rooms  and  clothing  has  been  pains- 
taking and  according  to  the  very  latest 
methods.  Now,  If  the  patient  has  been 
isolated  until  he  Is  absolutely  through 
the  peeling  stage  and  If  his  rooms  have 
been  made  sterile,  why  should  there  be 
any   danger  In    his  release? 

The  conclusion  has  been  forced  on 
those  most  concerned  in  the  solution 
of  this  matter,  that  the  great  carrier 
of  this  disease,  after  the  peeling  stage 
is    over,    is    breath. 

How  long  this  danger  remains  is  not 
known,  but  as  it  Is  iniprjictlcable  and 
cruel  and  unjust  to  the  patient  to  con- 
tinue the  quarantine  too  long,  the  sim- 
ple precaution  of  not  coming  Into  too 
close  contact  with  the  breath  of  the 
patient  should  be  observed.  That  is. 
lie  should  not  kiss  anyone;  he  should 
sleep  alone;  he  should  not  be  held  •" 
the  lap,  and  for  a  couple  of  weeks 
should  not  be  allowed  to  go  to  school 
weekday  or  Sunday. 

The  part  that  the  skin  plays  In  con- 
tagion has  long  been  known,  but  few 
people  are  aware  that  the  average  dis- 
charges ot  the  body,  the  spit.  the 
secretion  from  the  nose,  from  a  run- 
ning ear,  etc.,  are  much  more  power- 
tul  causes  of  its  spread,  and  thus 
how  many  dangers  one  unwittingly 
runs    into.  ..     . 

What  more  natural  thing  than  that 
a  child  separated  from  its  mother  for 
weeks,  should  rush  into  her  arms  and 
be  smothered  with  kl.sses.  and  yet  every 
one  of  these  kisses  may  be  dangerous. 
After  absence  from  each  other,  little 
playmates  will  put  their  heads  to- 
gether and  rehearse  all  that  has  hap- 
pened or  that  they  have  thought  of 
during  the  period  of  separation,  and  a 
few  davs  later  a  fresh  case  Is  found. 
A  child  recovers  from  the  fever,  but 
is  left  with  a  running  ear.  Unless  now 
the  mother  Is  exceedingly  careful  with 
the  dressings  and  the  patient  particular 
not  to  use  any  towel  or  washrag  but 
his  own  especial  ones,  other  cases  n 
the     same     house     may     be     confidently 

looked   for.  „*„*o. 

No  amount  of  rules  by  the  state 
board  and  the  local  board  of  health  can 
stamp  out  an  epidemic  of  any  kind 
without  the  co-operation  of  everybody, 
and  it  is  fair  to  believe  that  the  people 
when  they  know  facts  effecting  their 
welfare  will  be  willing  to  do  what  they 
can.  Nobody  wants  disease,  nobody 
wants  to  harm  his  neighbor.  It  Is  lack 
of  knowledge  that  so  often  makes 
people  Intolerant  Of  restraint  and  un- 
willing to  submit  to   rules. 

If  these  simple,  plain  facts  are  re- 
garded and  acted  upon,  our  c  ty  vv  ill 
much  sooner  be  free  from  scarlet  fever 
and  our  efficient  health  commissioner 
cease

From  what  chief  source 
has  come  this  pervasive  distrust  of  ^he  square  deal 
In  the  making  and  administration  of  law— most 
oervaslve  In  regard  to  state  legislatures  and  munic- 
ipalities—which  has  caused  the  finger  of  scorn  to 
be  pointed  at  us?  Does  any  candid  advocate  of  a 
high  tariff  fall  to  see  that  It  is  due  in  large  part  to 
the  object  lesson  which  that  system  presents  of  In- 
equality before  the  law— special  privilege?  This 
niay  or  may  not  be  In  return  for  political  support. 
But  the  Inequality  Is  there,  and  Inequality  is  a  denial 
of  democracy  and  a  He  to  our  professions.  It  has 
brought  us  dangerously  near  to  political  hypocrisy 
In  pretending  to  be  something  we  are  not,  and  this 
bv  consequence  has  made  us  almost  a  nation  or 
cynics.  Now  the  question  to  be  taken  under  account 
Is  whether  all  the  class  prosperity  of  great  magni- 
tude due  to  the  tariff,  followed  as  it  has  been  by  a 
wake  of  lesser  prosperity  to  others.  Is  worth  what  it 
has  cost  in  helping  to  take  the  heart  out  of  the 
popular  faith  In  Republican  institutions.  The  enor- 
mous increase  In  wealth  Is  spoken  of  as  If  it  were  an 
unmixed  good.  But  has  not  the  very  spread  and 
Increase  of  fortunes  made  us  skeptics  of  the  higher 
things  in  politics?  Wealth  has  noble  uses,  but  It  has 
also  a  hypnotizing  power  which  stills  the  conscience 
and  makes  us  oblivious  to  the  fact  that  the  greatest 
product  of  a  p'olitical  system  is  not  money,  but  high- 
minded,  self-respecting  and  altrustlc  men.

The  San  Francisco  Evening  Bulletin  sent  a  man  to 
Reno  to  look  into  the  situation,  and  judging  from  the 
report  he  sends  to  his  newspaper  the  divorce  industry 
of  Nevada  is  thriving  indeed.

THE  BACKYARD  GARDEN. 

A.  B.  Hostetter,  superintendent  of  the  agricultural 
department  of  the  Duluth  Commercial  club,  was  quoted 
by  The  Herald  Saturday  evening  as  stating  that  any 
family  in  Duluth  can  raise  enough  garden  truck  upon 
part  of  a  city  lot  to  supply  all  its  own  needs  for  a  year, 
and  then  have  enough  left  over  to  distribute  among 
friends  or  to  place  on  the  market. 

Mr.  Hostetter  speaks  the  truth,  and  an  important 
truth  it  is;  one  that  The  Herald  has  been  striving  to 
drive  home  for  some  time.  It  is  a  truth  that,  for  many, 
points  the  way  to  a  solution  of  the  problem  of  cheaper 
living.  Not  only  that,  but  the  work  is  interesting  and 
healthful.  Those  who  have  not  tried  it  cannot  realize 
the  pleasure  there  is  in  watching  the  growth  of  living 
things  that  one  has  planted  and  cultivated,  and  the  keen 
zest  there  is  in  eating  garden  products  that  are  the  re- 
sult of  ones  own  toil  and  skill;  no  other  vegetables  have 
quite  the  same  delicate  taste,  you  will  find. 

Also,  Mr.  Hostetter  knows  what  he  is  talking  about, 
for  he  has  made  an  actual  experiment  this  year  with 
town  lot  gardening,  as  anybody  may  see  for  himself  by 
visiting  the  corner  on  Second  street,  across  First  avenue 
east  from  the  high  school  building,  where  under  proper 
attention — but  no  more  than  any  man  can  spare  from 
his  work — garden  truck  has  been  growing  all  summer 
luxuriantly.  Besides  large  quantities  of  lettuce,  radishes, 
beets,  sweet  corn,  spinach,  cauliflower,  peas,  beans  and 
celery,  the  tomatoes  are  promising,  several  grain  crops 
in  small  compass  did  well  until  the  rains  destroyed  them, 
and  the  little  plot  will  yield  a  hundred  bushes  of  potatoes.

This  will 
prevent  the  wildcatter  from  unloading 
his  own  shares  on  the  market  under 
the  guise  of  development  stock.  Strin- 
gent laws,  which  will  set  legal  thorns 
In  the  primrose  path  of  the  wildcatter, 
will  enable  the  men  who  make  a  legUi. 
mate  busines  of  mining — and  there  are 
pome — to  regain  the  prestige  lost  In 
recent   years.

IRON  AND  STEEL  REVIEW 


New  York,  Aug.  30.— Great  activity 
continues  in  pig  iron,  especially  in  the 
Eastern  territory,  wnere  conlracla 
were  placed  last  week  aggregating  60,- 
000  tons,  including  the  heavy  sales  of 
foundry  iron  referred  to  a  week  ago. 
Eastern  consumers  have  bought  less 
basic  Iron  for  prompt  shipment,  put 
there  still  Is  an  active  and  pressing 
demand  and  we  are  on  the  eve  of 
additional  large  contracts  for  shlp- 
«nent5  over  the  balance  of  the  year  to 
Eastern  Pennsylvania  steel  plants. 
There  also  is  an  active  demand  for 
basic  iron  for  delivery  during  the  early 
part  of  1910,  and  one  contract  for  24,- 
000  tons  has  been  placed  at  $18  deliver- 
ed for  shipment  over  the  first  half  ot 
nevt  vear  The  contracts  for  foundry 
"ron  have  aggregated  about  30.000.000 
tons.  Seventeen  doll.^rs  Eastern  Penn- 
Bvlvanla  furnaces  for  No.  2  X  Is  now 
the  minimum.  Forge  Iron  has  been 
rpiativplv       stronger  than        foundrj 

grades  with  sale!  at  $17  35  delivered. 
Additional  sales  of  malleable  hay. 
been  made  on  the  basis  of  |16  at  iSul- 
falo  furnaces. 


The  Pittsburg  district  Bessemer  Iron 
has  a<lvanced  50  cents  a  ton  with  sales 
of  about  20.000  tons  at  $lC.o0  and 
5.000  tons  at  $16.57  at  furnaces  while 
11.000  tons  of  basic  has  been  sold  at 
$15.25  Valley   furnaces. 

Stove  manufacturers  have  been  lib- 
eral purchasers  in  the  Nortlj,  while 
Western  pipe  works  have  bought  about 
10,000  tons  No.  2  Southern  at  $13.50 
Birmingham  for  this  year's  shipment. 
Most  of  the  Alabama  furnaces  are  now 
asking  $14  for  next  year's  delivery. 
There  has  been  great  Increa^  in  the 
output  of  both  foundry  and  steel,  mak- 
ing Irons  and  It  will  not  be  surpr-slng 
If  the  August  product  exceeds  that  ot 
Oct.  1,  1907,  which  was  at  the  rate  of 
28,000,000  tons  annually. 

Additional  car  orders  have  been 
placed  by  railroads  calling  for  about 
40  000  tons  of  plates  and  shapes  and 
marine  work  is  pending  for  about  30.- 
000  tons  of  steel  plates.  Fabricated 
structural  steel  contracts  have  aggre- 
gated 30.000  tons  the  most  important 
order  being  22,000  tons  for  the  New 
York,  West  Chester  &   Boston   railroad.

TmiB  Hidden  From  Road. 

The  railroad  track,  at  its  crossing 
with  the  Lake  road,  runs  along  an  em- 
bankment about  ten  feet  high  and  a 
view  along  It  In  either  direction  frotn 
the  road  is  obscured  by  a  thick  growth 
of    dense    underbrush. 

Unable  to  see  the  train  or  to  hear  Its 
approach  because  of  the  noise  made  by 
the  motor  in  driving  the  car  up  the 
embankment.  Mr.  Witte  steered  direct- 
ly in  the  path  of  the  on-coming  train, 
which  was  making  about  flrty  miles  an 
hour.  The  locomotive  struck  the  auto- 
mobile squarely  and  Mr.  Wltte  and  his 
brother  were  tossed  forty  feet  away.

yond the  scene  of  the  accident  and 
was  still  on  the  cow-catcher  when  the 
train    was    stopped.

Convention  Parade  in 

St.  Paul 

Most  of  Duluth's  letter  carriers  left 
for  St.  Paul  on  a  special  train  over 
the  Great  Northern  at  11  o'clock  this 
morning,  to  attend  the  opening  of  the 
convention  of  the  National  Association 
of  Letter  Carriers,  in  the  state  capitol. 

The  Duluthlans  will  participate  in 
the  big  parade  in  St.  Paul  this  after- 
noon and  attend  the  brilliant  reception 
scheduled  for  this  evening  in  St.  Paul's 
handsome  auditorium.  National  no- 
tables are  to  be  present.  Including 
Postma-ster  General  Hitchcock.  Gover- 
nor Johnson.  Senators  Nelson  and 
Clapp  and  numerous  members  of  the 
lower  house  of  congress. 

Most  of  the  members  of  the  Duluth 
party  will  return  on  a  special  which 
is  to  leave  St.  Paul  at  12  o'clock  to- 
night. The  regular  delegates  from 
Duluth.  J.  S.  Kriz,  J.  F.  McDonald, 
R.  G.  Malcolm  and  Louis  Christensen, 
win  remain  throughout  the  sessions  of 
the  convention. 

The  local  delegation  was  accom- 
panied by  Postmaster  Guy  A.  Eaton 
and  Assistant  Postmaster  W.  C.  Weld. 
The  Superior  postmaster  and  his  as- 
sistant accompanied  the  party  from 
the  city  across  the  bay. 

It  is  expected  that  between  4,000 
and  5,000  letter  carriers  will  march  in 
the  parade  this  afternoon  at  4  o'clock.

NO  EXCHANGE  CHARGE. 

Duluth  and  Dakota  Cieariug  Houses 
Agree  on  Grain  Draft  Question. 

Hereafter  Duluth  banks  will  not 
charge  50  cents  per  thousand  ex- 
change on  grain  drafts  reaching  them 
from  the  smaller  banks  In  Dakota 
through  the  medium  of  the  Grand 
Forks   and   Fargo   banks. 

This  was  decided  upon  at  a  meeting 
of  the  Duluth  Clearing  House  asso- 
ciation Saturday  afternoon,  which  was 
attended  by  a  joint  committee  from 
the  clearing  houses  of  Grand  Forks 
and  Fargo  and  R.  C.  Kittel.  president 
of  the  North  Dakota  Bankers'  asso- 
ciation. 

The  local  clearing  house  decided 
about  a  month  ago  to  make  the 
change,  but  there  were  objections  from 
the  West. 

VIEWS  OF  DULUTHIAN. 

H.  B.  Hovland  \>  ants  High  Grade 
AgpiculturaHst  Chosen  Dean. 

Minneapolis.  Minn..  Aug.  30. —  (Spe- 
cial to  The  Herald.) — H.  B.  Hovland, 
the  Duluth  member  of  the  board  of 
university  regents,  is  warmly  in  favor 
of  the  movement  to  secure  a  high- 
grade  scientific  agriculturist  for  dean 
of  the  school  and  college  of  agricul- 
ture.     Mr.   Hovland  said: 

"A  well-trained  man  in  the  science 
of  agriculture,  and  a  man  tlioroushly 
experienced  in  the  business  of  farming, 
acting  as  dean  of  the  agricultural  col- 
lege, can  do  more  in  this  state  tlian 
any  other  public  man  or  private  busi- 
ness man,  If  lie  possesses  the  strength 
to  command  tlie  confidence  of  the  farm- 
ers. 

"His  main  lines  of  work  would  be 
those  of  preserving  the  productivity  of 
the  old  lands  of  the  southern  half  of 
the  state,  and  of  directing  the  work  of 
bringing  under  cultivation  the  new 
lands  of  the  northern  half  of  the  state. 

"Somewhere  in  the  United  States 
there  is  such  a  man,  and  he  will  come 
to  Minnesota.  When  he  has  taken  his 
place,  the  farmers  from  all  parts  of 
the  state  will  get  right  in  behind  him." 

CREEDLESS  CHURCH  STARTS.

An  instrument  that  is  not  worth  over  two  hundred 
or  two  hundred  and  fifty  is  marked  up  to  thr.^e  hundred  or  three  hundred  and  fifty  dollars, 
and  the  certificate  don't  really  mean  anything;  you  are  paying  the  full  price  of  the  piano 
every  time. 

It's  the  same  thing  where  the  dealer  confidentially  tells  you  he  will  make  you  a  special  dis- 
count of  seventy-five  dollars,  or  he'll  cut  the  price  a  hundred  dollars  if  you  buy  the  piano.

CHEAPER  RATE 

Reduction  Made  By  Great 

Northern  and  International 

line. 

Bemidji,  Minn.,  Aug.  30. — (Special 
to  The  Herald.) — The  Great  Northern 
and  the  Minnesota  &  International 
railway  companies  have  made  new 
tariff  rates  on  the  hauling  of  logs 
through  this  part  of  the  country, 
which  give  the  loggers  considerable 
of   a   reduction. 

Formerly  the  rates  were  based  upon 
the  weight  of  the  logs,  but  the  new 
scliedule  does  away  with  this  and  es- 
tablishes the  rates  on  the  scale  of  the 
timber.

and  Grand  Forks,  N.  D.,  over  the 
Great  Northern   system.

Mine  When  Rock

Crystal  Falls.  Mich..  Aug.  30. — A  min- 
er named  Jukki  Lippi  was  killed  in  an 
unusual  manner  at  the  Tobin  mine  a 
few    days    ago.

North  Dakota  to  Bring  Suit 

Against  Two  State 

Officials. 

Grand  Forks,  N.  D.,  Aug.  30.— (Spe- 
cial to  The  Herald.) — The  ca.ses 
started  by  the  state  of  North  Dakota 
against  W.  L.  Stock  well,  superintend- 
ent of  public  Instruction,  and  E.  C. 
Cooper,  commissioner  of  agriculture, 
for  the  recoveiy  of  $7,900  in  fees,  will 
be  tried  in  the  district  court  here  ac- 
cording to  Attorney  General  Miller.

New  York  Sun:  "How  true  it  is," 
said  the  veteran  boarder,  "that  we 
never  know   when   we  are  well   off. 

"This  is  particularly  true  of  life  in 
boarding  houses.  We  think  how  much 
better  the  food  and  cooking  and  the 
service  might  be  in  the  place  where  we 
are,  never  thinking  how  much  poorer 
we  might  And  them  elsewhere. 

"At  the  same  time,  there  are  certain 
things  that  it  is  wise  to  consider  in  the 
selection  of  a  boarding  house,  one  of 
these  concerning  the  bounteousness  of 
the  table.  You  cannot  live  by  dishes 
alone;  you  must  have  food;  a  pretty 
table  would  little  please  if  there  were 
on  it  nothing  to  eat;  and  so  I  suppose 
it  will  be  conceded  that  in  choosing 
boarding  place  the  question 
we  would  get  enough  to 
would  be  an  important  If 
the    primary   consideration. 

"Fortunately  there  is  a  simple  way 
bv  which  we  can  determine  this  before 
taking  board  permanently.  Appear- 
ances are  deceitful,  and  we  may  some- 
times be  misled;  but  this  simple  way 
that  I  will  now  describe  to  you  will  at 
least  serve  as  a  useful  guide.

These 
women  butchers  earn  good  wages,  and 
many  of  those  in  business  on  their 
own  account  acquire  a  modest  fortune. 
The  cause  of  this  state  of  things  la 
the  heroic  war  waged  by  Paraguay 
more  than  thirty  years  ago  against 
the  ovcr\\  helming  forces  of  Brazil,  the 
Argentine  Republic  and  Uruguay  com- 
bined. This  war,  which  lasted  five- 
years,  bore  many  similar  points  of  re- 
semblance to  the  recent  Boer  war.

Worse  still,  owing  to  the  de- 
struction of  the  male  population,  per- 
fect anarchy  prevailed  and  all  the 
work  formerly  performed  by  male*, 
fell  on  the  fair  sex.  They  rebuilt  the 
houses  which  had  been  burned  down, 
tilled  the  fields  and  wove  for  them- 
selves rough  home-spun  clothing  from. 
the    cotton    grown    in    their    own    fields.

Congressman    Rsdney  Tells 

What  Some  States  Akeady 

Have  Done.

WASHINGTON  BUREAU. 

Washington.  Aug.  30. — Since  the 
passage  of  the  tariff  bill  a  tremend- 
ous quickening  of  Interest  in  national 
needs  is  noticed,  and  this  interest  is 
not  likely  to  wane  as  time  passes.  Al- 
ready there  are  noticeable  changes  go- 
ing on  throughout  the  country  on  the 
subject  of  Improving  the  inland  waters 
of  the  United  States,  and  the  utter- 
ances of  those  great  railway  kings, 
Harriman,  Hill,  Yoakum  and  others, 
who  state  that  the  railroads  cannot 
transport  more  than  60  per  cent  of  the 
freight  at  the  time  it  sliould  be  car- 
ried, has  emphasized  the  need  for  a 
broad  and  comprehensive  waterway 
policy  on  the  part  of  the  Federal  gov- 
ernment, to  the  end  that  the  great 
natural,  thoroughfares  of  the  country 
may  be  made  to  do  their  share  of 
transijortation.  • 

A    much     greater     Interest     Is     being 
shown   by   senators  and  representatives 
In    congress    than    ever    before    in    the 
subject    of    waterways    and     their    im- 
provement.      Congressman      Henry       T. 
Raiuey    of    the    Twentieth    Illinois    dis- 
trict Is  among  the  leaders  of  the  house 
to   unreservedly   favor   a    bond    Issue   of 
liberal  proportion  to  carry  on  the  work 
of    improving     the     inland     waters    and 
canals     of     continental     United     Stales, 
one  of  the  cardinal   planks  in  the  plat- 
form   of    the    national    rivers    and    har- 
bors     congress,    whose      sixth      annual 
convention  in  Wasliingtoii  next  Decem- 
ber gives  promise  of   being  the  biggest 
waterway    convention    ever    held. 
Keeping:   KlverM    Back. 
"The     waterways     of     the     country," 
said    Mr.     Ralney     today,    "have    fallen 
Into    disuse     for    two     reasons:       First, 
the    railroads      have      been      Increasing 
their  carrying  capacity,  building  larger 
engines,     building    larger    cars,    laying 
heavier  rails,  and  double-tracking  their 
lines    until    now    the    limit    of    develop- 
ment   seems     to    have     been       reached. 
Nothing   has    been   done   for   waterways 
while  this  remarkable  railway  develop- 
ment    has     been     In     progress.       Rivers 
have   not   been   dredged    to  any   consid- 
erable   extent,     the     banks    of    streams 
have   not    been    regularized,   and   as  yet 
no   compreiiensive   system    of  waterway 
development     has    been     entered     upon. 
"In  the  second  place,  railways  paral- 
leling rivers   and   reaching   cities   along 
our   rivers   have   pursued   the   policy    of 
making   cheaper    rates    to    river    points, 
rates    often    as   cheap    or   cheaper    than 
river  steamers   of   the   present   capacity 
can   make.     Railways  have   been  carry- 
ing freight  to  river  points  at   a  loss  in 
order  to  destroy  river  traffic,  and  have 
been      compelling     inland      towns      and 
cities  to  pay  higher  freight  rates  than 
they    ought    to    pay    in    order    to    make 
up    the   loss.

extending  out  now   into   the   Interior  of 
the    country    to    furnish,    in    connection 
with  the   improved  rivers,  the  competi- 
tion    which    a    gigantic    railway    com- 
bination must  have.  Improve  our  rivers 
and    you    will    have    furnished    to    every 
man  a  great  free  natloanl  highway  up- 
on   wiiich    he   can    launch    his    boat   and 
carry    his   goods,    free   of   all   cliarge,   to 
the    ocean    higliways    of    the    world. 

"The  building  of  the  Panama  canal 
meets  with  the  approval  of  the  country, 
and  yet  it  will  fail  to  accomplish  the 
results  for  which  It  is  intended  unless 
wc  improve  the  16,000  miles  of  navig- 
able rivers  lying  behween  our  moun- 
tain ranges;  unless  we  improve  rivers 
and  harbors  between  our  mountain 
ranges  and  the  seas  In  order  to  enable 
freights  to  be  transported  cheaply  from 
the  interior  to  the  world's  ocean  high- 
ways. The  time,  it  seems  to  me,  is 
iiere  when  the  country  would  approve 
a  bond  issue  of  large  size  for  the  pur- 
pose of  improving  rivers  on  a  com- 
prehensive basis.  The  development  of 
the  country  now  depends  upon  it.

One  of  the  recjuirements  is  the  wflt- 
ing  of  a  thesis  of  not  less  than  2,000 
words  on  the  kinds  and  classes  of 
cereal  grains  growiv  in  the  United 
States  and  methods  of  harvesting  and 
marketing,  with  special  reference  to 
classifying  and  grading  grain  com- 
mercially.

Washington,  Aug.  31.  —  Royal  E. 
Cabell,  for  the  last  three  years  post- 
iT  aster  at  Hichmond,  Va.,  tomorrow 
will  becomi'  commissioner  of  interna- 
tional revi'iiue.  succeeding  John  G. 
Capers,  wbo  retires  to  take  up  the 
practice  of  law.  Mr.  Cabell  Is  only 
32  vears  old  and  is  the  youngest  man 
ever  appointed  to  the  commissioner's 
chair.  He  is  a  graduate  of  Princeton 
and  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  1901. 


Lewiston,  Pa.,  Aug.  31. — One  boia 
robber  stopped  a  westbound  express 
train  on  the  Pennsylvania  railroad  at 
the  narrows,  eight  miles  east  of  here, 
early  today  and  robbed  the  express  car 
of  an  unknown  (luantlty  In  gold,  and 
escaped   into   the   mountains. 

Conductor  Poffenberger  of  Harrls- 
burg  was  shot  tlirough  the  hand  in  a 
fight  with  the  robber. 

The  train  was  stopped  by  an  explo- 
sion of  dynamite  on  the  track  at  one  of 
the  most  inaccessable  points  on  the 
railroad.  A  posse  is  pursuing  the  rob. 
ber. 

When  the  train  was  brought  to  a 
standstill  a  masked  man  stepped  out  of 
the  bushes  along  the  tracks  and  cov- 
ered tht  engiueer  and  fireman  with  a 
revolver. 

Made  Fireinau  Help. 
The  safe  in  the  express  car  contained 
$25,000  in  money  and  bullion.  Itt-aMzing 
the  need  of  assistance  in  getting  away 
with  tlie  money  the  robber  called  to  the 
fireman  of  the  train  for  help,  and,  still 
wearing  his  mask,  gathered  up  some 
bags  of  money  and.  witii  the  fireman 
in  the  lead,  also  carrying  bags  of  coin,, 
started   up   the   mountain  side. 

The  robber  made  three  of  the  crew 
stand  in  a  corner  of  the  express  car 
while  he  blew  open  the  safe.  He  sim- 
ply blew  the  combination  off,  forcing 
the  tumblers  of  tlie  lock  loose. 

The  highwayman  first  boarded  the 
express  car,  known  as  the  one  from 
Wa.^hington.  In  that  car.  it  is  re- 
ported, he  forced  the  messenger  and 
guard  to  go  to  the  car  In  charge  of 
Messenger  Harper,  from  which  th-* 
money  was  taken.  ,  ^^   '

Sleuths  Connect  Counterfeit- 
ing With  Sicilian  Secret 
Societies. 

Washington.  Aug.   31. — Secret  service 

officials  during  the  last  fiscal  year 
found  there  were  increased  complaints 
about  the  circulation  of  counterfeit 
notes  imported  from  certain  districts 
of  Sicily.  It  was  discovered  in  many 
instances  that  the  handlers  of  these 
counterfeits,  chiefly  in  and  about  New 
York,  have  been  more  or  less  inti- 
mately identified  with  the  blackmail- 
ing and  murderous  gangs  known  as  the 
•'mafia"    and    "blackhand"    societies. 

During  recent  months  the  agents  of 
the  secret  service,  a.ssisted  by  the 
municipal  authorities,  succeeded  in 
largelv  breaking  up  these  counterfeit- 
ing enterprises.  Chief  Wllkle  says 
that  his  agents  have  co-operated  with 
the  representatives  of  foreign  govern- 
ments in  the  Investigation  .ind  sup- 
pression of  revolutionary  movements  In 
this  country  In  violation  of  the  neutral- 
ity laws,  and  at  least  two  conspiracies 
for  the  manufacture  of  large  <iuan- 
tities  of  counterfeit  foreign  obligations 
In  the  United  Slates  have  been  sup- 
pressed. 


Others  of  750  Children  in 

Churcli  Home  Also  May 

Be  Dead. 


New  York,  Aug.  31. — That  seven  lit- 
tle children,  Inmates  of  St.  Malachys 
home  for  children  at  Rockaway  Park, 
L  I.,  were  suffocated  In  a  fire  which 
destroyed  i  portion  of  the  home  last 
niglit,  was  discovered  today  by  fire- 
men   digging   In    the    ruins. 

Th.ere  W"re  750  children  in  the  Insti- 
tution, which  is  conducted  by  the  Sis- 
ters of  .St.  Joseph,  of  Brooklyn.  Most 
of  them  iiiarctied  out  of  the  building 
In  good  order  last  night  when  the  fire 
alarm  sounded,  and  it  was  supposed 
liiat  all  h£d  escaped. 

Nearly  ell  ot  those  burned  to  death 
were  under  5  years  old.  The  portion 
of  the  dormitory  in  which  they  slept 
was  diredly  over  the  laundry,  where 
the  tire  originated.  How  they  were 
overlooked  in  the  work  of  rescue  last 
night,  or  whether  there  was  otiier 
bodies  reiaaining  In  tlie  ruins  could 
not  be  determined  this  morning,  as 
mcst  of  the  records  of  the  Institution 
were  destroyed. 

Fire   Drill   Emiiloyed. 

The  fire  was   discovered  in  the  lau 
dry  in  the  north  wing  at  8  o'clock  la: 
evening.        Three      hundred      and      fifti 
small    cliiiaren    were    In    their    cots 
the    third     and     fourth    floors     of     tha 
wing    and    some    of    the    older    children 
were  atter  ding  evening  prayers  In  the 
chajiel. 

As  the  alarm  sounded  the  older  chil- 
dren marched  from  the  chapel  to  the 
board  walk  along  the  beach,  and  the 
nurses  an!  attendants  rushed  to  the 
work    of    carrying    the    little    children 

the    floors    above.

St.  Paul,  Minn  .  Aug.  31. —  (Special 
to  The  Uerald.> — Representative  H.  P. 
Goebel  of  the  Second  Ohio  district  ar- 
rived today  to  attend  the  National  As- 
sociation of  Letter  Carriers'  conven- 
tion.

Thrown  From  Wagon  Which 

Passed  Over  His 

Body. 


Charging  that  his  15-year-old  son, 
Frank,  was  employed  at  10  o'clock  on 
the  night  of  June  12  this  year  to  drive 
a  team  at  tlie  mill  operated  by  John 
G.  Mullory  at  Twenty-flfth  avenue  west 
and  was  injured  at  5  o'clock  on  the 
following  morning,  David  CuUen  this 
morning  filed  suit  against  Mr.  MuUery 
for  $<),000. 

The  contention  that  the  boy  was  un- 
der 16  years  of  age  and  was  employed 
in  the  night  time,  contrary  to  statute, 
is  made  the  basis  of  the  claim  for 
damages. 

According  to  the  complaint,  tlie  boy 
was  hired  to  drive  a  team  of  horses 
attached  to  a  heavy  cart,  which  he 
was  required  to  drive  under  a  chute 
to  receive  a  load  of  refuse  from  the 
mill  and  then  drive  away  again  to  have 
the  load  dumped.  The  roaj  over  which 
he  was  required  to  drive  was  narrow 
and  winding,  tlie  complaint  says,  and 
the  work  was  that  which  should  be 
done  by-  a  person  of  more  experience 
and  understanding  than  was  possessed 
by    the    boy. 

After  driving  for  several  hours,  the 
complaint  alleges,  while  tlie  boy  was 
driving  the  team  througli  a  narrow 
passage,  the  hub  of  one  of  the  wheels 
struck  a  part  of  the  mill,  the  lurch 
throwing  the  boy  to  the  ground,  the 
rear  wheel  of  the  heavy  cart  passed 
over    his    body. 

Mr.  Cullen  says  as  a  result  of  the 
accident  the  boy  was  injured  about  the 
back  and  internally  and  has  since  suf- 
fered severe  pains  and  will  suffer  for  a 
long   time.

Has  Aroused  Opposition

city  Clerk  Cheadle  and  all  his  assist- 
Ant.s  were  kept  busy  most  cf  the  day 
today  answering  incjulries.  telephone 
and  otlierwise.  relative  to  the  new  tariff 
ordinance  aJcpted  by  the  council  last 
night,  whicli  provides  that  every  person 
operating  an  automobiie  sliall  pay  to 
the  city  a  license  fee  of  $5  a  year. 

A  large  number  of  men  wanted  to 
take  out  their  licenses  this  morning, 
but  had  to  be  turned  down,  for  two 
reasons.  One  Is  that  the  mayor  has  not 
yet  signed  the  ordinance,  and  he  may 
not  sign  it.  and  it  cannot  become  a  law 
until  he  does.  The  oilier  is  that  no 
blanks  have  been  printed  for  the  li- 
censes, and  none  will  be  ordered  until 
Mayor  Haven  attaches  his  signature  to 
the  measure  He  hap  until  next  Mon- 
day to  fign.'Even  though  his  signature 
should  be  attached  before  tliat  time, 
the  autiiorities  will  not  be  unreason- 
able In  enforcing  the  ordinance  im- 
mediatelv,  but  will  allow  a  week  or 
two  for"  the  auto  owners  to  adjust 
themstlves   to   the  new  conditions. 

While  Mavor  Haven  is  strongly  m 
favor  of  taxing  automobiles  through 
llie  medium  of  a  wheel  tax.  the  license 
proposition,    except    for    the    "for    hire' 

futomoblles,  does  not  appeal  to  him, 
t  is  under.»tood,  and  there  is  a  pro- 
vision In  an  amendment  to  the  hack 
and  drav  ordinance,  adopted  last  night, 
providing  for  licensing  machines  for 
hire.  Auto  owner.-?  are  loud  in  their 
objections  against  the  new  ordinance, 
and  there  is  said  to  exist  a  fair  pos- 
Bibility  that  his  honor  will  refuse  to 
sign  it  until  this  objectionable  feature 
has  been   removed.  ,     ^    ,.        ^  ^     ^ 

For  one  thing,  there  is  believed  to  be 
a  strong  doubt  as  to  the  constitution- 
ality of  the  license  provision.  The 
state  law  already  provides  that  chauf- 
feurs working  for  wages  shall  pay  a 
|2  license  fee  to  the  state,  and  the 
other  amendment  adopted  last  night, 
referring  to  "for  hire"  machines,  pro- 
vides tliat  each  machine  siiall  pay  an 
annual    license    fee.    in    addition    to    the 


state  r.nd  city  license  fees  which  the 
driver  is  called  uj)on  to  pay.  This  is 
looked  upon  something  along  the  or- 
der of  double  taxation,  and  there  Is  ' 
said  to  be  a  question  as  to  its  legal- 
ity. 

If  the  new  ordinance  does  become  a 
law.  the  burden  probably  will  fall 
heaviest  upon  the  chauffeurs  working 
on  a  regular  montlily  .-salary,  for  their 
employers  would  hardly  care  to  stand 
for  the  fee  when  there  is  a  chance 
that  each  employer  may  have  half  a 
dozen  different  men  working  for  him 
each  and  everv  year.  If  he  had  to  pay 
a  $.">  fee  to  the  city  for  each  one,  it 
would  count  up  pretty  heavily  during 
the  season.

Fourth — For  each  mile  or  fraction  of 
a   mile  over  two  miles.   25   cents. 

Fifth — For  each  additional  passenger 
of  the  same  party,  without  regard  to 
distance.    50    cents. 

Sixth — For  conveying  children  be- 
tween 5  and  14  years  of  age,  half  of 
tlie  above  price  may  be  charged  for 
like  distances  if  in  charge  of  another 
person;  but  for  children  under  5  years 
of  age  no  charge  shall  be  made,  if  In 
charge  of  an  adult. 

Seventh — For    the    use    of    any    such 


carriage  or  vehicle  drawn  by  two 
horses,  by  the  hour,  with  one  or  more 
passengers,  with  the  privilege  of  go- 
ing from  place  to  place,  and  stopping 
as  often  as  desired,  as  follows:  I"or 
first  hour,  $1.50:  for  each  additional 
luiur   or  part   cf  an   hour,   $1. 

F.ighth  —  For  the  use  of  any  cab  or 
other  vehicle  drawn  by  one  horse  or 
other  animal,  by  the  hour,  witii  the 
privilege  of  going  from  place  to  i)lace 
witli  one  or  more  passengers,  and 
stopping  when  required:  For  first 
hour.  $1:  for  each  additional  hour  or 
part   of  an   hour,   50  cents. 

In  estiniating  distances,  twelve 
blocks  shall  be  considered  one  mile, 
provided  that  in  all  distances  traveled 
up  avenues  above  Second  street  the 
distance  between  streets  shall  be 
counted  as  two  blocks. 

By  the  provisions  of  the  new  traffic 
ordinance  no  one  under  17  years  of  age 
will  be  granted  a  license.  These  li- 
censes Mill  cost  $5  a  year.  The  council 
Itself  will  pass  upon  the  applicants, 
and  decide  whether  or  not  they  are 
qualified  to  run  one  of  the  machines. 

It  is  further  provided  that  no  hack, 
automobile  or  carriage  shall  be  allowed 
to  stand  on  the  down-town  streets  for 
a  period  longer  than  twenty  minutes. 
Thf  ordinance  says  that  auto  owners 
shall  not  charge  more  than  double  the 
faies  charged  by  hacks. 

Applicants  for  licenses  will  not  have 
to  pass  a  rigid  examination  before  the 
council.  In  making  the  application  to 
the  city  clerk,  the  owner  of  the  ma- 
chine must  register  a  description  of 
the  auto,  his  own  name  and  residence, 
business  address  and  number  of  the 
state  license.  The  application  shall 
be  made  in  writing,  and  must  state  the 
qualifications  of  the  applicant  fc>r  run- 
ning a  machine.  This  applies  more 
particularly  to  his  or  her  experience 
In  that  line.  The  purpose  of  the  license 
is  not  so  much  to  see  that  only  ex- 
perts operate  machines,  as  it  is  to  give 
the  police  some  control  over  tlie  auto- 
mobile situation.  Under  the  new  sys- 
tem a  careless  driver  is  not  only  liable 
to  a  fine  In  police  court,  but  he  may 
have  Viis  license  taken  away  from  him 
entirely,  and  be  barred  from  the  fur- 
ther operation  of  an  automobile  in 
Duluth. 

The  traffic  ordinance  provides  that 
both  machines  and  other  vehicles  shall 
keep  to  the  right  of  the  street,  and 
when  standing  still  the  front  of  the 
vehicle  must  face  the  direction  traffic 
on  that  side  of  the  street  is  taking. 
All  gasoline  automobiles  must  have 
mufflers,  and  in  case  an  animal  ap- 
pears to  be  frightened  V>y  the  ap- 
proach of  a  machine,  or  the  driver  of  a 
horse  holds  up  his  hand  as  a  signal  to 
the  operator  of  the  machine,  the  auto- 
mobile must  be  stopped  until  the  horse 
has  gone  by,  if  necessary  to  prevent 
further  fright   of  the   horse.

Gompers  Introduced  fraternity  and  sol- 
idarity. 

The  clash  came  over  the  question  of 
the  exait  status  of  Mr.  Gompers  and 
the  American  Federation  of  Labor  In 
the  conference.  Mr,  Gompers  explained 
that  for  the  present  he  was  merely  an 
auditor,  but  was  ready  to  give  his  opin- 
ions. One  obstacle  in  the  way  of  af- 
filiation, he  said,  was  the  feeling  that 
antagonism  exists  in  Europe  towards 
American  trade  unions.  Moreover,  It 
was  feared  that  the  American  work- 
men might  be  compelled  to  subordinate 
their  policies  to  those  of  men  know- 
ing little  or  nothing  about  American 
industrial  conditions  and  problems. 
Mam    Received    C'uldly. 

"Personally,"  he  continued.  "I  have 
no  authority  to  pledge  the  affiliation 
of  the  American  Federation  of  Labor, 
but    I    believe   It   will   come   In    time." 

Mr.  Gompers'  statement  was  received 
coldly.  Several  delegates  jumped  to 
their  feet  to  protest.  Hueber.  a  union 
delegate,  vehemently  characterized  Mr. 
Gompers'  explanation  as  mockery.  He. 
like  the  others,  had  been  under  the  im- 
pression that  the  Americans  meant 
business,  and  that  Mr.  Gompers  was 
the  official  delegate  from  that  country. 
Otherwise  he  could  not  understand  liow 
the  American  resolutions  happened  to 
be  printed  in  the  official  program. 

"We  thank  you  for  your  opinions,' 
he  said  pointedly,  "but  we  do  not  need 
them.  Your  policies  may  not  permit 
you  to  come  to  us,  but  <jne  day,  Ameri- 
can workmen,  you  will  realize  that 
your  policies  are  erroneous,  and  you 
will  see  the  n^cassity  of  joining  the 
international  .federation." 

Mr.   Gompers,   stinging  under  the   re- 
buke, but  untUnching,  arose  to  reply. 
ItepJy   by   Gompera. 

"I  regret."  he  exclaimed,  "that  you 
have  misconstrued  my  remarks  as  an 
attack  upon  ISuropean  trades  unionism. 
I  repeat,  we  are  sincerely  desirous  of 
International  federation,  but  only  so 
far  a.s  it  preserves  the  American  con- 
ception of  unionism.  If  Euiope  does 
not  want  us.  It  will  be  unfortunate. 
Nevertheless,  we  will  continue  to  do 
everything  possible  to  attain  the  goal 
lor  which  the  human  race  is  struggling 
—international    fraternity    and    unity." 

Hueber  retorted  that  It  was  now 
seven  years  since  the  Americans  begati 
talking  about  joining  tlie  International 
federation,  and  it  was  about  time  a  de- 
cision was  reached.  ''It  now  appears," 
he  concluded,  "that  Mr.  Gompers  is 
merely  on  a  voyage  of  discovery." 

M.  Leglen.  the  International  secre- 
tary, ended  the  controversy  with  the 
statement  that  Mr.  Gompers  was  only  a 
guest,  but  he  hoped  that  that  official 
was  convinced  that  the  moment  had  ar- 
rived for  the  American  Federation  of 
Labor  to  join  forces  with  their  Euro- 
pean brothers.  The  regular  business 
of  the  conference  was  then  resumed 
and  resolutions  weie  adopted  In  sym- 
pathy  with   the  strikers  in   Sweden  and

backed  up  his  commands  with    two  re- 
volvers. 

At  a  point  about  300  yards  up  the 
incline  the  two  men  laid  down  their 
burden  and  the  tireman  was  ordered 
back   to   his    train. 

\%'ouuded  the  Conductor. 
It  looked  as  if  one  of  the  most  dar- 
ing train  robberies  ever  attempted  in 
the  Eastern  country  had  been  success- 
fully accomplished  as  the  highwayman 
apparently  had  everything  his  own 
way.  At  this  juncture,  however,  two 
or  three  passengers  who  had  been 
aroused  by  tlie  unusual  stop,  came  on 
the  scene  and  their  presence  encouraged 
the    trainmen   to  ofter  resistance. 

The  robber  opened  tire,  but  the  only 
damage  he  Intlicied  was  to  send  a  bul- 
let througii  the  hand  of  Conductor 
Isaac  R.  Poffenberger,  one  of  the  oldest 
and  best  known  conductors  in  the  serv- 
ice of  the  company.  The  highwayman 
then  graiibed  part  of  his  loot  and  lied 
up  the  mountain,  leaving  practically  all 
of  his  booty  where  the  fireman  had  do- 
posited    It    for    him. 

The  mon^-y  is  not  yet  checked  up 
but  it  is  believed  about  $1,000  was 
taken.  Some  of  the  bags  contained 
$100  each  in  pennies,  niany  of  wliich 
were  found  scattered  about  the  place. 
As  soon  as  informed  of  the  robbery 
the  companVs  detective  force  was  put 
to  work.  In  addition  the  Baltimore  & 
Ohio  Railroad  company  was  called  upon 
and  its  detectivd  force  was  sent  to  the 
scene  with  a  pack  of  bloodhounds. 
Stopped  hy  Dynamite. 
The  train  consisted  of  two  engines, 
three  express  cars  and  two  sleepers. 
Tlie  e.Kplosion  of  the  dynamite  placed 
on  the  track  brought  the  train  to  a 
standstill  to  ascertain  the  cause.  Engi- 
neers John  Long  and  Balser  Bheani, 
both  of  Altooua.  on  alighting  from 
their  cabs  were  confronted  by  a  masked 
man  with  two  revolvers,  who  ordered 
"Hands   up!" 

Only  one  man  was  se?n  by  the  train- 
men. Later  irtvestigation  disclosed  six 
sticks  of  dynamite  between  the  tracks 
at  the  point  where  the  cap  exploded. 
'This  is  accepted  as  evidence  that  it  was 
the  intention  of  the  robber  to  blow  up 
the   train. 

Offivlali*  Tell  Their  Side. 
Pittsburg.  Pa.,  Aug.  31. — The  officials 
of  the  Pennsylvania  railroid  here  con- 
firm the  report  of  the  robbery  of  train 
No.  29.  near  Lewlstown.  Pa.,  early  to- 
day. They  issued  the  following  state- 
ment: 

"We  are  sorry  to  say  the  trp.ln  was 
held  up  and  robbed.  One  of  our  em- 
ployes was  shot  In  the  hand.  His  In- 
juiy  is  Slight.  From  reports  at  hand 
now  It  appears  that  the  robber — there 
was  only  one — did  not  get  much  money. 
In  the  express  car  was  over  $5,000  In 
bullion  as  well  as  a  large  amount  of 
Lincoln  pennies  We  understand  the 
highwayman  was  compelled  to  drop  the 
bullion    in   order   to   escai>e. 

"The  train  was  known  as  the  Pitts- 
burg and  Northern  Expres.".  It  left 
Philadelphia  shortly  after  9  o'clock  last 
night.  About  1:30  this  morning,  when 
near  the  Lewlston  narrows,  on  the  mid- 
dle division.  It  was  held  up  by  a  lone 
masked  highwayman.  The  train  was 
halted  bv  an  explosion  of  dynamite 
which  slightly  damaged  the  engine.  Be- 
fore It  could  be  realized  Just  what  had 
happened  the  robber,  with  a  heavy  re- 
volver in  each  hand,  was  in  complete 
control   of   the   situation. 

"Conductor  Poffenberger  of  Harrls- 
burg  refused  to  obey  an  order  of  the 
highwayman  and  was  shot  in  the 
liand." 

liOHM  It  Not  Known. 
In     a     later     statement     the     railroad 
officials  say: 

"When  the  dynamite  placed  on  the 
track  by  the  highwayman  exploded,  the 
headlight  glass  and  windows  of  the  en- 
gine cab  were  broken.  One  rail  was 
torn  up. 

"It  Is  Impossible  to  say  at  this  time 
lust  how  much  money  the  robber  took, 
"but  one  bag  of  pennies  and  several  bars 
of  gold,  valued  at  $5,000,  have  been 
found  on  his  trail."

Duluth  Symphony  Orchestra 
and  Free   Masonic   Con- 
certs the  Features.

An  active  season  in  the  musical  line 
seems  to  be  Avell  assured  for  the  com- 
ing winter  season.  The  subscriptions 
for  the  guarantee  fund  for  the  Duluth 
symphony  concert  series  of  twelve 
performances  have  been  well  begun 
and  there  is  no  question  as  to  the  abil- 
ity of  Mr.  Reyner  and  the  Duluth  musi- 
cians, with  the  requisite  outside  assist- 
ance, to  give  their  patrons  the  fullest 
measure  of  enjoyment. 

In  audition  to  this,  a  meeting  of  the 
Scottish  Kite  of  Free  Masonry  was  held 
recently  to  consider  tlie  requests  whicli 
have  been*  sent  in  from  all  quarters 
aslting  tliat  the  free  concerts  of  last 
wintir  be  continued.  It  was  decided  to 
accede  to  llie  reque.'-ts.  and  enougli 
money  was  apprtipriated  to  make  neces- 
sary ciianges  in  the  organ  and  provide 
for  the  e.\penses  of  the  concerts,  over 
fl'.UOt'.

player  can  hear  tlie  same  music  tUe 
audience  does.  The  grtat  organ  is  to 
be  placed  in  a  swell  box  the  same  as 
the  swell  organ  and  a  new  solo  stop 
will  be  added.  ^^i.\  adjustable  com- 
bination pistons  are  to  be  attached  and 
the  playing  rnechani.sm  made  more  ac- 
cessible. When  these  improvements* 
are  made,  it  can  be  truthfully  stated 
that  for  its  size  It  will  be  the  peer  of 
any  organ  in  the  country  and  the  most 
difficult  music  can  be  played  on  it  with 
satisfaction. 

With  the  prominent  local  singers  in- 
terested, as  they  are,  a  delightful  se- 
ries of  jiopular  musical  treats  may  be 
depended  on.  It  is  probable  that  tlie 
Duluth  Symphony  orchestra  may  ren- 
der one  of  tiie  progiams  and  other  fea- 
tures are  being  worked  up  which  will

— The  ruling 
of  the  United  States  treasury  board 
against  wf.  od  pulp  and  paper  from  On- 
tario and  Quebec  has  given  consider- 
able concern  to  the  Canadian  govern- 
ment, and  will  be  tlie  .subject  of  a  f .ir- 
tlier  government  Inquiry  by  them.  It 
Is  not  possible  for  the  federal  govern- 
ment to  take  any  further  action  to  im- 
prove  the   tariff   relations   between   the 


two  countries.  The  restrictions  on  the 
exporatlon  of  pulp  wood  which  the 
Lnited  btaies  resented  were  put  on  tlie 
Ontario  and  Quebec  governments,  over 
which  the  federai  authorities  have  no 
control. 

There  Is  a  well  grounded  belief  that 
the  United  States  will  have  to  come  to 
Canada  for  paper  and  pulp  as  well  as 
for  pulp  wood,  and  the  last  action  of 
the  United  States  probably  will  have 
only  the  effect  of  increasing  the  agita- 
tion throughout  Canada  for  a  federal 
act  prohibiting  the  exportation  of  any 
Canadian  pulp  wood  to  tfie  United 
States.

THE  SICK  MAN  AT  ARDEN. 

Edvvard  H.  Harrunan  is  very  sick  at  his  magnificent 
country  place,  though  from  latest  accounts  that  leaked 
out  of  the  mystery  that  surrounds  him  he  seemed  to  be 
improving;  and  because  he  is  a  man  and  a  brother  every- 
body will  be  sorry  he  is  not  feeling  well,  and  regardless 
of  popular  feeling  about  his  financial  operations  will 
hope  that  he  will  get  better  speedily. 

But  that  is  really  about  all  there  is  to  it,  and  about 
all  that  needs  to  be  said  or  thought  about  it. 

The  fact  that  he  is  a  tremendously  big  man  in  a 
financial  way.  with  power  second  only  to  one  or  two 
financial  giants  of  this  country  and  exceeded  by  no  king, 
prince  or  potentate  of  any  realm,  makes  his  case  more 
conspicuous,  perhaps;  it  makes  more  people  talk  about  it 
than  would  talk  about  it  if  it  were  simply  plain  John 
Smith,  kept  home  from  the  office  by  a  serious  illness: 
but  when  you  get  down  to  the  bottom  of  it  the  difference 
is  not  so  great  after  all. 

The  fact  is  that  in  the  action  of  the  stock  market  and 
of  that  part  of  the  public  whose  welfare  depends  upon 
a  serene  financial  sky  there  is  a  good  deal  of  arrant  non- 
sense. It  seems  to  be  assumed  that  if  Harriman  should 
die  his  railroads  would  cease  operating,  his  tracks  would 
degenerate  into  streaks  of  rust,  his  cars  would  fall  into 
ruin  v.herever  the  news  of  his  passing  reached  them,  and 
disaster   generally   would  overtake   the  nation. 

Nothing  of  the  sort  would  happen.  The  Harriman 
railroads  would  go  right  on  just  as  though  nothing  had 
happened — maybe  they  would  even  be  run  better  than 
they  are  now.  If  Harriman  can  go  to  Europe  for  a 
"cure,"  and  then  rusticate  at  Arden  f<->r  the  "after  cure," 
without  shutting  down  his  railroad  operations,  these 
operations  can  continue  after  he  is  dead.  He  is  going 
to  die  sometime;  his  financial  greatness  v.'ill  not  add  a 
second  to  his  span  of  life,  and  the  unremitting  energy 
and  expenditure  of  strength  that  he  has  been  putting  into 
the  making  of  that  greatness  will,  as  a  matter  of  fact, 
shorten  his  life  considerably.  And  when  he  dies  it 
will  be  discovered  that  his  railroads  will  not  die  with 
him.  Perhaps  his  ambition  of  getting  as  many  railroads 
as  possible  under  a  single  control  will  die  with  him; 
and  then,  on  tl:e  other  hand,  possibly  it  may  be  taken 
up  by  somebody  even  better  equipped  to  do  it  than 
Harriman. 

Mr.  Harriman  has  been  engaged  in  a  gigantic  game 
which  has  absorbed  all  his  energy  and  time.  He  hasn't 
been  able  to  afford  playtime;  so  he  is  prematurely  broken 
down,  forced  to  lay  up  for  repairs  for  an  indefinite  period, 
and  perhaps  he  is  bej'ond  repair  altogether.  He  has 
been  doing  a  big  work,  and  maybe  time  will  shov.-  that  in 
gathering  railroads  under  more  concentrated  and  there- 
fore more  economical  cotitrol.  he  has  been  doing  a  great 
work  for  the  people,  though  his  methods  have  been 
more  than  questionable  and  the  benefits  of  his  work  have 
deliberately  been  kept  away  from  the  people.  Presently 
he  must  die.  and  he  can  carry  none  of  the  profits  away 
with  him.  Whether  it  has  been  worth  while  for  him  to 
do  these  things  at  the  sacrifice  of  health  and  even  of  life 
itself  is  a  matter  that  liea  between  him  and  his  Maker. 

But  whether  he  dies  sooner  or  dies  later,  his  railroads 
will  go  on,  for  there  is  no  man  so  important  to  society 
that  his  place  cannot  be  filled:  which  is  a  good  thing  for 
society.  In  the  meantime,  he  is  merely  a  very  sick  man 
kept  away  from  his  work,  and  as  a  man  and  a  brother  he 
will  receive  sympathy  and  good  wishes  in  spite  of  the 
unpopularity  of  his  work  and  his  methods. 


it  much  as  do  too  many  of  the  mental  healers  of  today — 
on  the  basis  of  a  "faith  cure"  pure  and  simple,  with  no 
attempt  at  diagnosis,  and  in  hit-or-miss  fashion.  In  the 
sixteenth  century  one  Petrus  Pomponatius  sought  to 
prove  that  disease  was  curable  without  drugs  by  means 
of  "magnetism"  existing  in  certain  specially  gifted  per- 
sons. John  Baptist  Van  Hclmont  proclaimed  the  cura- 
tive virtues  of  magnetism,  which  he  described  as  an 
invisible  fluid  directed  by  the  power  of  the  human  will. 
Sir  Kenelm  Digby,  William  Maxwell  and  Robert  Fludd 
advanced  the  same  ideas.  In  the  eighteenth  century 
Franz  Anton  Mesmer  dug  these  speculations  out  of  for- 
gotten tomes,  and  he  called  the  force  which  he  used  to 
heal  sickness  "animal  magnetism,"  though  for  a  long 
time  it  was  called  mesttierism  in  his  honor.  The  theory 
of  an  invisible  fluid  was  rejected  when  it  became  clear 
that  to  induce  the  mesmeric  state  it  was  only  necessary 
to  provoke  a  high  state  of  expectancy  in  the  subject, 
and  when  Dr.  James  Braid  demonstrated  the  possibility 
of  self-iiypnotism. 

During  all  this  time  a  good  many  of  the  demonstra- 
tions smacked  of  charlatanism,  and  they  do  still.  The 
great  objection  to  all  branches  of  mental  healing  is  its 
susceptibility  to  charlatanism.  It  is  no  cure-all;  but  it 
does  cure.  Physicans  of  all  schools  today  recognize  the 
ertect  of  mental  attitude  upon  health,  and  for  a  large 
class  of  human  ills  there  seems  no  other  cure  than  to 
bring  about  a  proper  mental  attitude.  It  can  scarcely 
be  said  that  psychotherapy  is  yet  definitely  honored 
with  a  legitimate  place  in  science;  yet  it  would  be  hard 
to  disprove  a  statement  that  mental  healing,  in  one  form 
or  another  and  under  one  name  or  another,  is  accom- 
plishing more  cures  than  all  other  means  put  together. 
It  is  a  species  of  mental  healing  when  a  doctor  tells  his 
nervous  patients  to  take  up  something  that  will  take  their 
minds  off  themselves,  or  to  travel  and  find  a  change  of 
surroundings.  Christian  Science,  the  New  Thought  and 
the  Emmanuel  Movement  are  actually  curing  sick  people. 
They    are    not    mending    broken    limbs    or    healing    the 

I  lesions  of  organic  disease,  but  they  are  curing  functional 

:  disease  right  and  left. 

The  principles  underlying  religious  psychotherapy 
were  developed  by  Phineas  Parkhurst  Quimby,  an 
obscure  clockmaker.  One  of  his  patients  was  Mrs.  Mary 
Eddy,  the  founder  of  Christian  Science;  two  others 
launched  the  New  Thought  movement.

THE  ANTIQUITY  OF  MENTAL  HEALING. 

Mental  healing,  psychotherapy,  faith  cure,  or  what- 
ever one  may  choose  to  call  the  system  that  makes  for 
health  by  bringing  about  a  proper  mental  state  and  atti- 
tude, is  another  proo»f  that  there  is  nothing  new  under 
the  sim.  In  spite  of  a  division  of  opinion  about  methods, 
definitions  and  nomenclature,  the  thing  itself  seems  as 
solid  and  substantial  as  anything  in  life;  but  nearly 
everybody  assumes  that  it  is  a  modern  product,  or  at 
least  dating  back  only  to  Mesmer. 

H.  Addington  Bruce,  however,  in  an  entertaining 
article  in  the  September  Outlook,  sketches  the  history 
and  evolution  of  mental  healing,  and  shows  that  it 
possesses  great  antiquity.  "The  literature  and  monu- 
mental remains  of  ancient  Egypt,  Greece,  Rome,  Persia, 
Ii>dia  and  China  reveal  a  widespread  knowledge  of 
hypnotism  and  its  therapeutic  value,"  he  says.  "There 
is  in  the  British  museum  a  bas-relief  from  Thebes  which 
has  been  interpreted  as  representing  a  ph^'sician  hypno- 
tizing a  patient  by  making  'passes'  over  him.  Accord- 
ing to  the  Ebers  papyrus  the  'laying  on  of  hands'  formed 
a  prominent  feature  of  Egyptian  medical  practice  as 
early  as  1552  B.  C,  or  nearly  3.500  years  ago;  and  it  is 
known  that  a  similar  method  of  treatment  was  employed 
by  priests  of  Chaldea  in  ministering  to  the  sick." 

This  does  not,  of  course,  imply  that  the  ancients 
knew  much  about  the  force  with  which  they  were  deal- 
ing.    On  the  contrary,  there  is  evidence  that  they  used 


THAT  CONGRESSIONAL  RECEPTION. 

It  is  rather  too  bad  that  that  much-heralded  reception 
to  the  Minnes-)ta  congressmen  who  voted  against  the 
Aldrich-Payne-Taft  tariff  bill  seems  to  have  frittered  out 
into  what  is  little  better  than  a  complete  fiasco. 

It  would  have  been  a  good  thing,  and  a  moral  thing, 
to  have  held  a  great  public  mass-meeting  and  reception 
a»  which  the  senators  and  congressmen  from  this  state 
might  have  been  praised  for  their  votes  against  the  tariff 
iniquity,  and  questioned  as  to  their  motives  and  objects 
in  other  matters.  For  instance,  it  might  have  led  to  a 
great  deal  of  interesting  and  helpful  discussion  if  those 
members  who  voted  to  put  Cannon  back  into  the  speaker- 
ship, and  thereby  prevented  honest  tariff  revision,  could 
have  been  questioned  upon  their  action  and  made  to  tell 
v.'hether  they  proposed  to  do  it  again,  and  whether  they 
are  with  the  people  or  Special  Privilege  in  the  fight 
against  Cannon  and  Cannonism.  Also,  in  view  of  the 
fact  that  Cannon  is  not  immortal,  but  that  Cannonism 
may  be  if  another  of  his  stripe  is  put  in  his  place,  and 
then  another  and  then  another,  it  would  have  been  inter- 
esting to  hear  from  the  congressmen  on  that  subject  as 
well. 

And  yet,  in  spite  of  the  many  pleastirable  and  exciting 
and  entertaining  incidents  that  might  have  been  worked 
out  of  this  reception,  there  is  another  aspect  of  the 
matter  that  seems,  somehow,  to  have  been  overlooked. 
Has  it  come  to  this,  that  a  response  by  public  serv- 
ants to  the  popular  will  is  so  rare  that  when  it  occurs, 
as  it  did  in  the  final  vote  on  the  tariff  conspiracy,  it  is 
deemed  so  notable  that  the  congressmen  that  so  re- 
sponded must  be  showered  with  adulation? 

Surely  obedience  to  the  popular  will  in  a  republic,  in 
a  government  of,  by  and  for  the  people,  ought  to  be  a 
commonplace.  It  would  be  praiseworthy,  of  course,  but 
surely  it  ought  not  to  be  so  rare  that  it  constitutes  hero- 
ism. In  a  government  of,  by  and  for  the  people,  it  is 
easily  conceivable  that  betrayal  of  the  public  interests 
and  contempt  of  the  popular  will  might  be  so  rare  and 
so  outrageous  that  it  would  be  visited  by  a  reception 
that  would  be  mightily  uncomfortable  for  the  guilty 
public  servants  who  turned  traitor;  it  might  even  be 
possible  that  hot  tar  and  sticky  feathers  would  be  features 
of  the  reception  if  the  offense  were  peculiarly  flagrant. 
But  to  find  treated  as  a  rarity  the  simple  act  of  obeying 
the  popular  will  and  voting  in  the  interests  of  the  plain 
people  who.  after  all,  really  own  the  government  and 
the  nation,  however  much  they  seem  not  to  have  any 
ownership  in  either,  would  surely  be  unpleasantly  signifi- 
cent  in  the  eyes  of  a  traveler  from  Altruria  who  was 
new  to  our  institutions  and  conditions.  It  wouldn't  tend 
to  give  him  a  good  opinion  of  the  practicability  of  a 
republican  form  of  government,  we  fear. 

Still,  it  is  something  that  at  last  a  number  of  con- 
gressmen have  actually  voted  in  accord  with  the  public 
will.  If  they  had  begun  earlier,  and  had  all  voted  to 
throw  Cannon  into  the  scrapheap  where  he  belongs, 
along  with  the  shahs  and  sultans  and  other  despots  who 
have  carried  abuse  of  power  too  far,  they  would  have 
accomplished  more  for  honest  tariff  revision  and  for  the 
national  honor  than  they  did  by  their  negative  vote  on 
the  Aldrich-Payne-Taft  enormity.  But  they  did  some- 
thing, at  any  rate,  in  obeying  the  will  of  their  people  for 
once;  and  here's  hoping  that  the  time  may  speedily  come 
when  it  will  seem  as  commonplace  for  a  public  servant 
to  be  true  to  the  people  and  obedient  to  their  wilt  as  it 
is  now  for  a  congressman  to  be  contemptuous  of  both.

STRICTER  AUTOMOBILE  REGULATIONS. 

While  the  new  automobile  ordinance  adopted  by  the 
city  council  last  night  may  not  be  so  oppressive  as  pedes- 
trians who  have  lost  their  breath  and  patience  in  getting 
out  of  the  way  of  reckless  drivers  would  like  to  see  it, 
and  while  it  may  seem  unduly  severe  to  some  automo- 
bilists,  it  is  long  step  in  advance,  and  its  provisions  are 
necessary  not  only  for  the  safety  of  the  pedestrian  but 
for  the  future  of  the  sensible  automobilist  who  is  willing 
to  accept  reasonable  regtilations  if  they  will  prevent  his 
more  reckless  brother  from  inviting  regulations  that  may 
not  be  reasonable. 

The  requirements  that  all  operators  of  automobiles 
must  take  out  city  licenses  will  tend  to  insure  that  auto- 
mobiles are  trusted  only  to  safe  hands;  but  the  time  will 
come,  perhaps,  when  examinations  as  to  experience  and 
intellectual  capacity  will  be  as  severe  in  the  case  of  auto- 
mobile drivers  as  they  are  in  the  cases  of  those  operating 
elevators,  stationary  engines  and  other  machines  contain- 
ing the  possibilities  of  harm.  The  rule  that  no  person 
under  17  years  of  age  shall  be  allowed  to  operate  a  ma- 
chine is  one  of  the  best  features  of  the  ordinance. 

There  are  automobilists  who  think  there  should  be  no 
regulation  whatever;  and  there  are  pedestrians  who  think 
automobiles  ought  to  be  ruled  off  the  streets  altogether: 
but  neither  should  be  admitted  to  the  discussion  of  how 
best  to  regulate  this  new  sport,

Bemidji,  Minn.,  Aug.  31. — (Special  to 
The  Herald.) — Frank  A.  Day,  repre- 
stnlins  Governor  Jolmson,  as  cliairman 
of  tlie  stale  drainage  board;  State 
Auditor  Iverson,  secretary  of  the 
board;  Secretary  of  State  Julius 
Sohniaiil,  a  member  of  tlie  drainage 
board,  and  George  A-  Ralpli,  state 
drainage  engineer,  on  Saturday  began 
a  visit  to  different  outlets  and  inlets 
cf  the  Red  lakes. 

They  were  accompanied  by  George 
Welsh,  conimi.ssioner  of  the  .state  im- 
migration board,  and  Carlos  Avery, 
executive  agent  of  liie  state  gastih;  and 
fisii  commission.  Witli  tlie  party  were; 
J.  J.  Upsahl  of  Bemiiijl,  repit-.-ientative 
from  tlie  riixty -first  district,  cliairmaii 
of  the  house  drainage  committee,  and 
who  knows  every  foot  of  land  in  Bel- 
trami county;  E.  E.  McDonald,  who  has 
traversed  much  of  the  Red  lake  sec- 
tion, and  A.  G.  Uutledge  of  the  Bemidji 
Pioneer,  wao.  as  gaiite  warden  for  six 
years,  made  frequent  trips  through  the 
section. 

The  party  left  tlie  Red  lake  agency 
aboard  tlie  government  steamboat, 
t.'hippewa,  in  charge  of  Capt.  A.  C. 
Goddard.  with  Engineer  Frank  Eng- 
lish and  Clief  Palsy  Needham. 

It  was  the  Intention  of  the  parly  to 
go  down  the  R».\l  Lake  river  trom  the 
outlet  of  Red  lake  to  Thief  River 
Falls,  but  a  strong  wind  blew  directly 
aoro.^s  lower  Red  lake  from  the  mouth 
of  tlie  river,  leaving  the  water  at  the 
bar  but  little  more  than  three  feet 
deep,  it  being  impossible  to  take  the 
boat  over  tlie  bar  into  the 
tlie  trip  lo  Thief  River  Fails 
doned. 

Party  ViMltH  ludian  School. 
The  party  was  taken  to  the  Crees 
Lake  Indian  sciiool,  six  miles  west  of 
the  Narrows,  between  the  two  Red 
lakes  on  the  north  shore  of  the  lower 
lake.  At  the  Cross  Lake  scliooI,  Supt. 
Lawrence  had  raised  a  model  garden, 
as  a  demonstration  to  the  aborigines 
of  what  great  vegetable  and  root  crops 
can  be  raised  on  the  Red  Lake  lands. 
Here  were  six  acres  of  all  kinds  of 
vegetables,  fully  matured  and  of  ex- 
ceptionally fine  quality.  These  vege- 
t.ibles,  together  with  two  line  fields 
of  dent  corn,  were  of  great  interest  to 
Immigration  Commissioner  Welsh, 
State  Auditor  Iverson,  Secretary  of 
.Slate  Schmahl  and  Frank  Day,  who 
gathered  sanipl-^s  of  the  corn  to  take 
along  wit  hthem  to  the  state  capital 
to  show  intending  settlers,  relative  to 
t"he  agricultural  possibilities  of  Red 
Lake    soil. 

The  party  rounded  the  'narrows,"  the 
Chippewa  heiiaving  beautifully  and  rid- 
ing the  lake  In  the  "teeth"  of  a  wind 
storm  which  rolled  the  waves  ten  feet 
high.  Landing  was  made  at  .Shotley, 
the  party  passing  the  night  in  the 
Rogers   hotel.  ^,  „    ,  ,    , 

Sunday  was  .spent  on  Upper  Red  lake, 
the  party  getting  an  early  start  from 
Shotley  and  visiting  at  Tamarac  river, 
where  the  Tatnarac  flows  into  Red  lake. 
Moose  creek  and  Deer  river,  and  noting 
the  swampy  condition  of  the  country 
on    the  north   shore. 

The  party  returned  to  Shotley  on 
Sunday  aft?rnooi.  where  Secretary 
.Schmahl,  Auditor  Iverson.  Engineer 
lialph  and  Commissioner  Welsh  were 
landed  they  going  overland  to  Kelll- 
her.  with  the  Intention  of  departing  for 
St.  Paul,  over  thj  Minnesota  &  Interna- 
tional,   Sunday   night. 

The  balance  of  the  party  reinained  on 
the  boat,  intending  to  go  up  the  Tam- 
arac river,  where  Executive  Agent 
Averv  could  Investigate  conditions  with 
reference  to  the  preservation  of  game 
and  fish.

Before  an  audience  which  almost 
completely  filled  the  Lyceum,  Wright 
Lorimer  opened  iiis  sixth  season  in 
"Tlie  Shepherd  King"  in  Duluth  last 
evening. 

In  the  audience  there  were  150  school 
children,  who  were  tlie  guests  of  The 
Heia.d,  and  very  appreciative  listeners 
they  were.  Owing  to  the  fact  that  they 
had  earned  their  seats  Uy  writing  a 
synopsis  ol  tlie  play,  they  were  llior- 
ouglily  familiar  with  the  story,  and 
watched  with  all  the  greater  interest 
the  manner  in  wliicli  it  was  portrayed. 
It  must  have  been  an  inspiration  to 
the  actors  to  face  a  first  night  audi- 
ence of  this  type,  in  place  of  the  usual 
critical  one,  and  apparently  it  was,  lor 
the  first  performance  went  off  without 
a  hitch. 

The  story  of  the  play  is,  of  course, 
the  stoiy  of  David  and  Jonathan. 
Every  one  who  is  familiar  with  the 
beautiful  Biblical  story  will  realize  its 
dramatic  possibilities,  and  they  are 
splendidly  worked  out.  The  first  act 
Shows  David  as  a  shepherd  lad  on  his 
father's  farm,  and  tlie  visit  of  Jona- 
than. The  second  act  shows  him  at 
the  camp  of  King  Saul,  and  the  climax 
of  this  act  is  the  killing  of  Goliath. 
The  tlilrd  act  is  two  years  later.,  when 
Saul  has  grown  envious  of  David's 
popularity.  The  climax  of  this  act 
comes  when  David  defies  Saul,  and  flees 
from  the  palace.  The  last  act  sees 
Da\  id    crowned    king. 

Mr.  Lorimers  portrayal  of  the  role 
of  David  has  become  almost  a  classic. 
His  work  is  strong  and  direct,  and  is 
not  burdened  with  theatric  artifice.  He 
works  out  the  character  of  David  logi- 
caliy.  In  the  first  act  he  is  the  modest, 
bashful,  whole  hearted  shepherd  bov. 
In  the  liiird  and  last  acts,  after  t\vo 
years  at  tne  court  of  King  Saul,  he  is 
still  the  modest  youth,  but  his  shyness 
lias  disappeared,  and  given  place  to  a 
confident,  graceful  bearing.  Mr.  Lori- 
mer iias  an  e.xcellent  voice,  not  unlike 
Walker  Whiteside's,  and  his  reading  of 
tlie  lines  is  a  relevation.  In  the  first 
act  Air.  Lorimer  appears  clad  only  ii.  a 
leopard  skin.  It  wasn't  a  vei  y  big 
leopard  either,  and  it  Is  too  bad  the 
pcor  little  beast  wasn't  allowed  to  get 
Ills  lull  growth,  instead  ot  being  cit 
off  at  the  very  beginning  of  his  career 
ti.at  way.  But  the  audience  soon  be- 
comes accustomed  to  the  elTect,  al- 
though it   is  rather  startling  at  first. 

J.  Irving  White,  the  i'rlnce  Jonathan 
of  the  cast,  is  a  finished  artist  and  a 
most   cai>able   actor.

Those  who  saw  "Ben  Hur "  will  re- 
member Miss  Helen  Singer  as  Iras  the 
i^gypiian.  She  has  a  soniev.-hat  similar 
role  in  the  part  of  the  eider  daughter 
of   King   Saul,   and   she   makes   it    tell. 

One  of  the  most  effective  pieces  of 
work  Is  that  ot  Brigham  lioyce  as  King 
Saul.  Mr.  Koyce  has  been  with  Mr. 
Lorimer  in  two  former  seasons,  and  he 
makes  a  most  satisfying  king. 

Miss  Ruth  Conley  gets  what  there 
is  out  of  the  role  of  Adora.  the  bond 
maiden,  and  Harold  La  Coste  shows 
an  appreciation  of  the  role  of  Prince 
Phalti. 

Miss  Alison  Skipworth  appears  in  the 
first  act  as  Davids  mother,  and  again 
in  tne  last  act  as  the  witch  of  Endor. 
The  witch's  scene  In  the  last  act,  which 
should  be  one  of  the  most  effective  of 
the  play,  will  bear  more  rehearsing. 
Such  a  scene  is  always  a  difficult  one 
to  portray.  The  one  In  "The  Shepherd 
King"  provides  a  wonderful  opening 
for  effective  work,  when  properly 
handled,  and  should  be  one  of  the  big 
scenes  of  the  play.  It  was  well  done 
last  evening,  but  not  as  well  done  as 
It  might  be  and  proliably  will  be  be- 
fore the  season  is  many  days  older. 
The  voice  Intonations  of  the  witch  and 
of  the  ghost  of  Samuel  spell  success 
or   failure   for   this   scene. 

E.  F.  Roseman  has  a  well  handled 
bit  as  Capt.  Doeg.  the  Edomite,  and 
Daniel  Lawler,  as  his  brother,  rings 
true. 

The  entire  company  shows  the  effect 
of  careful,  painstaking  rehearsal.  The 
play  moves  with  the  proper  snap  of 
life:  cues  are  promptly  picked  up;  and 
the  lines  handled  with  appreciation. 
Considering  the  fact  that  it  was  the 
first  performance,  with  practically  a 
new  company.  It  was  remarkably  free 
from    any    roughness.

More   Than  Thirty  Horses 

Are  Racing  for  Prize  of 

$35,000. 

Readville.  Mass.,  Aug.  31.— More  than 
thirty  horses  lined  up  on  handicap 
marks,  including  two  of  the  greatest 
trotters  in  the  country,  Sonoma  Girl, 
San  Francisco,  on  scratch,  waiting  the 
signal  from  Starter  Frank  Walker  to 
send  them  away  on  the  dash  of  about 
one  mile  and  a  half  in  the  great  Ameri- 
can derby  race,  was  the  attraction  that 
drew  an  enormous  crowd  of  turf  en- 
thusiasts from  all  i>arls  of  the  coun- 
try and  Canada  to  the  old  Readville 
track  at  the  opening  of  the  grand  cir- 
cuit meeting  here.

DROWNS  TOTS 

Mrs.  William  Young  Throws 

Her  Three  Children  Into 

Well 


Fires  Building  and  Then  Tries 

to  Take  Her  Own 

Life. 


Moose  Lake,  Minn.,  Aug.  31. — (.c;pecial 
to  The  Herald.) — Mrs.  William  Vouns. 
wife  of  a  farmer  living  about  six  miles 
east  of  town,  in  a  wild  Irenzy  yester- 
day drowned  her  tliree  young  cliildren, 
aged  1,  3  and  5.  set  fire  to  tlie  barn  and 
llie  house  and  tried  to  kill  herself  by 
cutting  her  throat  with  a  knife.  She 
is  at  present  in  a  Cioquet  hospital  re- 
ceiving treatment,  and  as  soon  as  she 
is  able  to  travel  will  be  taken  to 
the  Fergus  Falls  a.«ylum,  having  been 
Loniniitted  after  a  liearing  by  an  in- 
sanity board  last  evening.  The  case 
wa.s  one  of  the  niosi  tragic  that  ever 
startled   this   community. 

Mrs.  Young  has  been  sick  for  some 
time,  but  it  was  thouglit  her  case  was 
not  si-rious.  Mr.  Young  left  for  town 
xtsterilay,  and  as  lie  v  as  making  a 
turn  in  the  road  about  a  mile  Irom 
his  liome  lie  noticed  smoke  in  that  di- 
rection, and  lliinking  i>erliaps  that  lire 
might  liave  started  in  some  way.  lurneii 
liis  team  and  started  for  home  as  fast 
as   the  horses  could  go. 

A\  ItiieMMeM    Awful     Sl^ht. 

Arriving  at  tlie  place,  one  of  the 
most  grewsome  .'lights  met  his  eyes 
and  made  liis  blood  run  cold.  His  barn 
was  burning  and  his  wife  was  running 
to  tlie  well  with  the  blood  streaming 
from  her  thi-oat.  With  a  scream  she 
Jumped  into  the  well  before  his  eyes. 
He  rushed  to  the  well  and  iliagged  her 
out  and  then  learned  tliat  liis  tliree 
children  had  been  disposed  of  in  the 
.same  way.  By  this  time  some  of  the 
neighbors,  seeing  the  smoke,  came  over 
and  Word  was  sent  to  IJarnum  for  Dr. 
Hchannon  to  come  at  once,  and  he  ar- 
rived upon  the  scene  a  short  time 
after.  He  immediately  look  Mr.s.  Young 
in  charge  and  dressed  her  wound,  after 
wliicli    she    seemed    as    rational    ;is;    ever. 

A  large  crowd  l.ad  gathered  by  this 
time  and  steps  were  taken  to  check  the 
fire,  imt  it  was  beyond  control  and 
their  attention  was  then  turned  to  tlie 
chihlreii.  who  were  still  in  the  well. 
After  some  time  tlie  bodies  were  re- 
ir.oved  from  the  well  and  after  a  care- 
ful examination  it  was  found  that  life 
wa.s    extinct. 

While  no  one  witnessed  the  awful 
deed  it  is  pi-esumed  she  threw  the  chil- 
dren In  the  well  rtrst,  then  set  the 
tuiildings  on  Are.  First  the  liouse,  hut 
it  failed,  for  some  reason,  to  burn,  then 
the  barn  and  other  buildings  were  set 
on  fire  and  were  burned  to  the  gi'ound. 
After  this  she  cut  her  throat  and  in- 
tended  to   jumi)   in    tlie    well   herself. 

The  bodies  of  the  children  were  taken 
to  liarnum.  where  funeral  services  will 
be    conducted.

"The  total 
vearlv  drain  upon  our  forests,  not 
counting  the  losses  by  fires,  storms  and 
insects,"  he  says,  "is  some  2O.0O0.00o.- 
000  cubic  feet.  "  The  annual  growth  of 
c»ur  forests  does  not  exceed  twelve 
cul'ic  feet  per  acre,  a  total  of  less  than 
7,0(10,(100.000  cubic  feet.  While  v.-e 
might  never  reach  absolute  timber  ex- 
bau-stion,  the  unrestricted  exploitation 
of  our  forests  in  the  past  already  has 
had  serious  effects,  and  it  will  have 
much  worse  if  it  is  allowed  to  con- 
tinue   unche<'ked."

DEAN  UGGEH  IS 
DEAD  ATST.  PAUL 

Has  Done  Great  Service  for 

the  State  for  Many 

Years. 


St.  Paul,  Minn.,  Aug.  SI. — William 
Matiison  Liggett,  former  dean  of  the 
state  agricultural  college.  man  of 
public  affairs  and  soldier,  died  at  his 
residence.  2245  Knapp  street,  Sunday 
night,  from  tightening  of  the  arteries, 
caused   primarily   from   nervous  troul.ile. 

Mr.  Liggett  was  forced  to  retire  from 
active  work  two  years  ago,  when  lie 
withdrew  from  the  experiment  sta- 
tion. Since  that  time  liis  health  had 
been  bad.  During  the  last  two  months 
be  had  been  in  a  serious  condition.  Mr. 
Liggett,  who  was  63  years  old,  is  sur- 
vived by  a  widow  and  four  children. 
Mr.  Liggett's  career,  since  coming  to 
the  state  in  18S4.  has  largely  been  a 
public  one  in  which  the  greatest  ac- 
tivity was  in  the  direction  of  serving 
the  state.  This  was  particularly  true 
In  liie  development  of  and  application 
cf  scientific  methods  of  farminar.  In 
addition  to  being  dean  of  the  agricul- 
tural college  and  director  of  the  expe- 
rimeni  station,  he  served  as  a  regent 
of  the  University  of  Minnesota,  and  a 
railroad  and  wareliOuse  commissioner. 
Each  of  these  posts  he  held  for  several 
vears. 

Served  In  Civil  AVnr. 

Marysvillc,  Olilo.  was  the  birthplace 
of  Mr.  Liggett.  His  early  education 
was  seemed  at  that  place  and  when 
19  he  enlisted  Iq  the  Ninetv-slxth  Olilo 

6ci.e<i  until  tJlc  cose  of  tne  Civil  war. 
At  its  conclusion,  he  was  offered  a 
commission,  but  he  declined  It  to  enter 
a  banking  iiouae  at  MarysvUle.  There 
he  married  Miss  Mathilda  Brown.  He 
served  two  terms*  as  treasurer  of 
I.  nlon   county. 

Upon  coming  to  Minnesota  in  1SS4. 
he   formed   a  partnership   with  Maj.   A. 


G.  Wilcox  and  operated  the  Grandview 
stock  farm  near  Benson.  In  operating 
tills  farm,  the  ad\anced  methods  usecl 
.«oon  brought  mucli  attention.  The 
farm  was  looked  upon  as  probably  the 
i)cst    in   the  state. 

Gaining  a  prominent  position  in  tbi.s 
manner,  he  was  elected  as  secretary 
by  the  state  fair  managers,  which  posi- 
tion he  filled  for  one  year.  Mean- 
while he  was  appointed  a  memVier  of 
the  state  railroad  and  warehouse  com- 
mission, which  place  he  chose  In  pref- 
erence to  that  with  tlie  state  fair. 
Kegoiit  of  liilAorMlly. 

Serving  in  this  capacity  he  became 
known  as  an  able  administrator,  in 
consequence  of  wlilch  he  was  appoint- 
ed a  regent  of  the  I'niversity  of  Min- 
nesota. He  served  for  eighteen  con- 
secutive years.  In  1896  he  was  elected 
dean  of  the  state  agricultural  college. 
Mr.  Liggett  remained  in  that  position, 
which  carries  with  it  the  diiectorship 
of  the  state  experimental  station,  until 
two  years  ago,  when  ill  health  com- 
pelled liim  to  withdraw  from  active 
work.  Mr.  Liggett  was  a  director  of 
the  state  agricultural  society  for  nianv 
years:  former  member  of  the  execu- 
tive committee  of  the  National  Cattle 
Growers"  association,  us  well  as  a  cim- 
tributor  to   many   farming  publications. 

Mr.  Ligsrett  is  sui-\ivod  by  a  widow, 
Mrs.  Madeline  M.  .Smith  of  St.  Paul;

Dulutli  Ordinance  Reg- 
ulating Automobiles 

Section  1.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful 
for  any  person  to  drive,  or  cause  to  be 
driven,  any  automobile  upon  any  street, 
avenue,  alley  or  any  public  highway 
within  the  city  of  Duluth.  unless  said 
automobile  and  its  driver  observe  each 
and   all   of    the    following   rules: 

1  On  discovering  an  approaching 
team  the  motorist  must  stop  and  cover 
his  machine  with  a  tarpaulin,  painted 
to     correspond     with     the     surrounding 

""2.  The  speed  limit  will  be  a  »®V'"t5' 
and  the  penaltv  for  violation  w-ill  be 
$10  for  every  mile  the  offender  is 
caught   going  in   excess   of   It. 

3  In  case  the  motor  or  car  makes 
a  team  run  away,  the  penalty  shall  be 
$100  for  the  first  mile  the  team  runs. 
il'OO  for  the  second  and  $300  for  the 
third,  and  so   on. 

4.  On  approaching  a  corner  where  he 
cannot  command  a  view  of  the  road, 
the  motorist  must  stop  at  least  lOO 
vards  from  the  turn  toot  his  horn,  ring 
"his  bell  fire  a  revolver,  yell  and  send 
up  three  rockets  at  intervals  of  five 
minutes  each. 

5  Motor  cars  must  be  seasonably 
painted,  so  that  they  will  merge  with 
the  land.-^cape.  They  shall  be  green  in 
autumn  and   white   in   winter. 

6.  Motor  cars  running  on  a  country 
road  at  night  must  send  up  a  red 
rocket  every  mile  and  wait  ten  minutes 
for  the  roads  to  clear,  then  jjroceed 
carefully,  blow 
Roman   candles

IS  INSANE 


An  unfortunate  love  affair  is  be- 
lieved to  be  responsible  for  the  un- 
settling of  the  mind  of  Louise  Jacovio, 
who  was  brought  to  the  county  jail 
from  Virginia  today  to  be  examined 
for  insanity.
